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Little Fuss 
Stirred Up 
Over Visit

Peking — The Chinese government seems 


to be making less fuss over President Nixon's 
forthcoming trip to Peking than most other 
governments in the world. 


The Peking People's Daily, which comes out 


any old time of the day when there is news to 
report, gave the story seven lines down in the 
corner of page one Friday. It did not mention 
the incident Saturday and ignored President 
Nixon's and Dr. Henry Kissinger's comments on 
the matter. 


The Peking radio merely read the official 


communique Friday and then dropped the subject 
Saturday in favor of a long denunciation of 
" A m e r i c a n imperialism" and "Japanese 
militarism." 


The people in the streets and students at 


Peking University seem cautious about discussing 
what for them is a surprising development. They 
have been urged from billboards and propaganda 
racks for years to "unite and defeat the United 
States aggressors and all their running dogs," 
so the switch leaves them cautious if not 
speechless. 


Not so the 
members of the 
Western 


diplomatic corps, who have had a hard time 
here for years. They were outspokenly, almost

Paris — A spokesman for the Viet 


Cong 
delegation 
here 
declared 


Saturday that the Paris Peace Con- 
ference was still the best way of 
settling the Vietnamese problem. 


The spokesman, Duong Dinh Thao, 


sought to counter recent reports that 
Communist China favored a widened 
conference along the lines of the 1954 
Geneva Conference. 


Thao insisted in a statement that 


Peking continued to support the 
position that the war in Vietnam 
should be settled here in accordance 
with demands that the United States 
set a date for total withdrawal and 
a b a n d o n 
the 
present 
Saigon 


regime. s 


Thao, declaring it was the fault of 


the United States if the Paris talks 


were deadlocked, said: "Our position 
for 
the settlement of the South 


Vietnamese question, detailed hi our 
declaration of seven points, arises 
from the aspirations of our people 
and the situation of our country. 


"The Chinese People's Republic," 


he continued, "sustains our patriotic 
fight against American aggression.

joyfully complimentary to Nixon for what they 
regarded as a bold mission that might lead to 
normalization of relations between Washington 
and Peking. 


Dramatic Move 


Nixon, they noted, must have known that 


so dramatic an American diplomatic initiative, 
coming on top of his public statement that 
China's cooperation was essential to the building 
of any durable world order, would encourage 
many wavering nations to support the mounting 
drive to expel Nationalist China from the United 
Nations and give China's seat to the Peking 
government. 


It is hard to imagine, diplomats here ob- 


served, that the President would time Kissinger's 
trip to Peking before the September meeting 
of the United Nations General Assembly and 
his own visit to Peking after the assembly if 
he intended to lead the fight against Peking's 
entry into the world organization in New York 
this autumn. 


Aside from this awkward dilemma over who 


should represent China in the U.N., and what 
seems to be a rising campaign here against 
"U.S.-Japanese militarism," the timing of the 
President's move seems ideal. The general tone 
of official talk here is moderate and even 
friendly. 


Foreign office officials go out of their way 


to say that China is a big but poor country, not 
a superpower and with no ambitions to be one. 
China wants what is hers — by which they mean 
Taiwan — but she can wait. She does not want 
war and could not impose her social and political 
system on Southeast Asia if she wanted to. 


Unless one gets to the top of the Chinese 


government, however, it is hard to get depend- 
able information. Even the foreign office was 
not told about the Kissinger mission and ap- 
parently hasn't yet been filled in on his talks 
with Chou. 
Ho Warning 


The diplomatic corps was given no advance 


information about the joint communique. The 
dean of the corps was meeting with Ralph Collins, 
vthe newly arrived Canadian ambassador, when 
the announcement was made and knew nothing 
about it. 


Chou attended a large garden party at the 


French embassy on Bastille Day, two days after 
Kissinger had left, but not one word leaked out 
about what had been going on. 


Nevertheless, it is probably significant that 


the Chinese government is not saving much about 
the affair. Officials here are well aware that 
Nixon's initiative could help them get into the 
U.N., but there is not a whisper of this even 
in their private 
conversations. 
They 
are 


elaborately polite and smile at the secrecy and 
politics of the exercise, but say nothing. 


On the whole they seem rather pleased with 


all the attention of a Nixon visit, especially since 
it was arranged before any official presidential 
visit to Moscow, but they are not raising any 
public hopes about it. 
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Republic have just declared clearly 
again that the Chinese government 
and people firmly support our seven- 
point peace plan." 


The plan calls for an American 


commitment to withdraw by the end 
of this year, in which case all 
prisoners held in North and South 
Vietnam would be released by that 
date. It also calls for a peace cabinet 
in Saigon from which a coalition, 
including the communists, would be 
formed. Point seven speaks of "in- 
ternational guarantees" for the ac- 
cords reached but the Viet Cong have 
not explained how and where such 
guarantees would be obtained. 


It has been widely assumed that 


an international conference would be 
necessary for such guarantees. But 
coming as it does at the end of the 
plan, such a conference appears to 
be, hi the Vietnamese Communist 
view, the end result of agreements 
reached here, not the peace-making 
organism. 


French officials said they were not 


surprised by indications that Peking 
might favor such a conference. They 
point out that Peking has become 
closely involved in Indochina ever 
since the overthrow of Cambodian 
Chief of State Norodam Sihanouk and 
the opening of the Cambodian front 
by American and South Vietnamese 
forces last year. 


In addition, the French have noted 


that Peking has been talking more 
about political settlement and less 
about military victory. 


However, officials here say that the 


Chinese may be referring to the same 
kind of conference as the Vietnamese 
Communists — one that would come 
as a kind of international con- 
firmation 
of 
peace 
agreements 


already reached here. 


But any agreement here would not 


cover conflicts in Cambodia and Laos 
and the fate of allied prisoners held 
in t h o s e countries by Communist 
forces.

Madrid — Vice President Spiro T. 


Agnew fired a sharp blast Saturday 
at black leadership in the United 
Stats, charging that "most of it could 
learn much" from the strong man 
leaders of the black African nations 
he has been visiting. 


The vice president contrasted the 


moderation and understanding of 
"international problems" he said is 
shown by the leaders of Ethiopia, 
Kenya and the Congo with the 
"querulous complaints and constant 
recriminations against the rest of 
society" 
by 
many U.S. black 


leaders. 


Agnew volunteered the 
critical 


comparison — then refused repeated 
efforts by reporters seeking specifics 
— at the start of a news conference 
aboard Air Force Two as he flew 
to Madrid from Kinshasa in the 
Congo. 


Agnew will be the highest ranking 


American ever to attend Spain's 
National Day ceremonies Sunday in 
honor of the revolt against 
the 


Republican Government by Gen. 
Francisco Franco in 1936. 


The vice president's long-distance 


attack at black U.S. leaders was his 
sharpest 
since 
his 
face-to-face 


criticism of Baltimore, Md., civil 
rights leaders during 1968 racial 
disorders which helped catapult him 
to national prominence. 


African Leaders Met 


It came at the end of a week of 


meetings 
with such 
authoritarian 


leaders as Ethopian Emperor Halle 
Selassie, his country's unchallenged 
ruler for more than four decades; 
President Jomo Kenyatta of Kenya, 
who has made the transition from 
suspected Man Mau leader to be 
elected head of a one-party regime; 
and Congolese President Joseph D. 
Mobutu, the onetime army com- 
mander who seized control in 1965 
and recently put several hundred 
student protesters into the army for 
two years. 


Such leaders, Agnew said, "have 


impressed 
me 
with 
their 
un- 


d e r s t a n d i n g of their internal 
problems, their moderateness and 
their recognition of the difficulties" 
between their countries and the rest 
of the world. 


"This Is in distinct contrast — the 


quality of this leadership — to many 
of those in the United States who 
have arrogated unto themselves the 
position of black leaders, those who 
spend 
their 
times 
in 
querulous 


complaint and constant recriminations 
against the rest of society. 


"The black leadership in the United 


States, not all of it, but most of it, 
could learn much by observing the 
work that has been done in these 
countries by people like Emperor 
Haile Selassie and his prime minister, 
President Jomo Kenyatta and his 
distinguished 
ministers, and, of 


course, 
President 
Mobutu 
and 


President of the National Assembly 
(Andre) Bo-Bo-liko." 


Asked which black U.S. leaders he 


was referring to, he replied: "I don't 
have to identify the leaders that I 
mean." 


'No Recognition' 
Asked if these black leaders should 


attempt to cooperate more with 


Nixon, Agnew replied, "All I see in 
most of those who are reported in 
the media at home, who describe 
themselves as black leaders, is a 
constant stream of criticism and 
complaint and no recognition of any 
efforts 
that are 
made on their 


behalf." 


Agnew said Nixon has held many 


meetings with black leaders. He set 
forth a list of the administrations 
efforts "and the results that have 
been achieved." 


"Notwithstanding this, there seems 


to be little recognition that any effort 
has been made," Agnew said. 


In New York, Roy Wilkins, execu- 


tive director of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored 
People, said of the vice president's 
remarks: 


"I can't guess what Mr. Agnew is 


talking about. It has become evident 
that one of the impossible tasks of this 
country is to try to find out what Mr. 
Agnew means."

Agriculture Dept., which is respon- 
sible for meat inspection and which 
handled pesticide registration 
and 


labeling 
until that function 
was 


transferred to the new Environmental 
Protection Agency last year. 


The study said even farmers, half 


of the farm-industry complex called 
agribusiness, suffer at the hands of 
p e s t i c i d e makers because the 
government provides no independent 
advice on pesticide use. 


The report, entitled "Sowing the 


Wind," recommended 
transferring 


meat inspection responsibilities to a 
health agency like the Food and Drug 
Administration and urged creation of 
an independent consumer protection 
agency to counterbalance 
industry 


pressure. It also proposed restricting 
the use of the most potent pesticides 
to registered applicators only.

—"There is no regular monitoring 


for bacteriological contamination in 
federally 
inspected 
meat plants" 


although at least 30 diseases are 
believed transmittable through meat 
and poultry.

—"Poor sanitation in poultry plants,

The statement said some 
practices dealt with in the report had 
been or were being corrected. 


Kn< 
[ge Ruins Inmate's Escape 


Salt Lake City (tf> — A man who 


has spent more than half his life in 
prison, John A. Smalley, decided to 
learn Spanish while plotting an escape 
. to Mexico. 


But instead of aiding his escape 


plans, 
Smalley's Spanish 
studies 


touched off a thirst for knowledge 
that will reach a milestone Aug. 14 
when he receives a master's degree 
in sociology from the University of 
Utah. 


Smalley spent 37 of his 61 years 


in the Colorado State Prison on armed 
robbery charges. Ten years of that 
time were spent in solitary con- 
finement after he escaped three 
times. 


He says he smoked marijuana for 


32 years while in prison. "Seventy 
per cent of the prison population was 
on drugs — mostly marijuana because 
it was easy to smuggle in." 


Smalley was released from prison 


in 1961 to go to school but continued 
smoking marijuana. When he was

caught smoking pot while attending 
Adams State College in Colorado in 
1963 he was sent back to prison for 
five years. When Smalley got out in 
1968 he 
decided 
to quit using 


drugs. 


"It's against the law," he said. 
Smalley, a short, outgoing man, 


says he doesn't think his 32 years 
on drugs affected him. "At least I'm 
not aware of any problems from 
smoking marijuana," he said. 


Recidivism 
He gives this account of his 


record: 


He dropped out of school in eighth 


grade and was sent to prison the 
first time for four years when he 
was 18. 


Then began a prison-release cycle 


that looked as if it never would end. 
He was released after one term, spent 
33 days outside and was jailed for 
four years again for armed rob- 
bery. 


Then he was out for 17 days again 


and finally sentenced for 50 to 90 
years in 1937 for armed robbery and 
habitual criminality. 


"I just couldn't get along on the 


outside," he said. "I had no trade, 
not much education." 


He escaped three times but was 


quickly recaptured-each time and two 
years were added to his term. 


"I'm still serving parole on that 


sentence and Colorado officials say 
I won't be free until 1995," he 
said. 


"But the Utah parole board says 


if I continue my progress I'll be out 
in two years." 


Smalley said he decided in the 1950s 


to use the long, lonely hours in 
solitary confinement learning Spanish 
so he could escape to Mexico. 


Solitary Student 
He spent four years studying in 


solitary, borrowing books from the 
old prison school which had been 
closed down 20 years earlier. 


"By then I was hooked on learning. 


I promised myself that I wasn't going 
to steal anything until I got an 
education." 


In 1961, prison officials gave him 


a chance to attend an outside 
school. 


"It was a whole new world for me," 
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Smalley said. "I made a clean break 
with everything — the prison, my old 
associates and everybody. 


"That's the only way I made it. 


Without a clean break, I'm sore I 
would have gone right back to 
stealing." 


After 
getting 
out 
of solitary, 


Smalley taught fellow inmates for 
three years, then was made a trusty 
at a nearby reformatory. 


A-Minus Average 
He attended a junior college, 


received a Bachelor of Arts degree 
from University of Colorado in 1969, 
g r a d u a t i n g with an A-minus 
average. 


He wrote his masters thesis at Utah 


on "Homosexual Behavior in a Penal 
Setting" and has received 
nearly 


straight A grades in two years of 
graduate studies at Utah.

doctorate in 


sociology. "Then I hope to teach at 
the University of Puerto Rico," he 
said. 
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TuJl Employment Necessary 
For Blacks to Catch Whites'

W a s h i n g t o n — A f u l l - 


e m p l o y m e n t economy is 
essential if blacks are ever to 
catch up with whites in key 
social areas such as jobs and 
income. 


This 
is 
a tentative but 


central conclusion of a new 
study, "Blacks and White: An 
Experiment 
in 
Racial 
In- 


dicators," published by the 
Urban Institute, a Washington 
t h i n k - t a n k 
for 
social 


problems. 


The 
study 
analyzed 
16 


changing conditions for blacks 
and whites during the 1960s in 
six major social areas: health, 
education, 
housing, 
family 


stability, 
employment 
and 


income. 


It found results that com- 


prise a mixed picture: blacks 
making 
relatively 
greater 


gains and closing the black- 
white gap in some areas such 
as employment in professional- 
technical 
occupations; losing 


ground in yet other areas, 
notably the indicators of family 
stability. 


It found even more mixed 


results on income levels. The 
median family income f o r 
blacks, for instance, climbed 
at a sharper percentage rate 
than for whites between 1960 
and 1968, but in absolute dollar 
gains, whites did better than 
blacks, signifying that the gap 
between the two groups was 
growing larger. 
Unemployment 
Harvey A. Garn, an institute 


specialist who presented some 
of the findings, pointed to the 
extraordinary economic gains 
during the '60s and warned 


that the present slowdown of 
the economy, if it continues, 
could make it impossible for 
blacks 
to 
catch 
up 
with 


whites. 


"It seems unlikely," he said, 


that the gap will close if 
relatively high unemployment 
persists. 


The 
institute 
study, 
ad- 


dressing the same point in 
relation to income distribution 
said: 


"There is little ground for 


optimism or complacency if 
the 
national 
growth 
rates 


decline 
and 
unemployment 


rates rise, as they did in 1970, 
unless alternative means are 
found to narrow the income 
gaps. The effect of such a 
deteriorating situation will be 
relatively 
more serious for 


nonwhites than for whites, and 
the gains seen may well be 
lost in a period of economic 
decline." 


The study failed to project 


when, if ever, the status of 
blacks on the various indicators 
would catch up with the status 
of whites. 
Catch-up Times 
It did project, on the basis 


of what happened in the '60s, 
when blacks would catch up 
with where the whites were in 
1968. 
These 
results 
were 


shown: 


Infant mortality, 1994; life 


expectancy at age 35, 2019; 
standard housing, 1988; fer- 
tility rates, 1979; per cent of 
men completing high school, 
1973; per cent completing four 
years of college, 1987; per cent 
unemployed, 1982; per cent 
teenage unemployment, 1989; 


clerical 
employment, 
1974; 


professional-technical employ- 
ment, 1978; median f a m i l y 
income, in 1968 dollars, 1973; 
per cent below poverty level, 
1992; and per cent of families 
with incomes greater 
than 


0,1974. 


On three indicators — per 


cent of female-headed families, 
per cent of children living with 
two parents, and per cent of 
illegitimate births — the study 
c o n c l u d e d that conditions 
among blacks are worsening 
and will never reach 1968 white 
levels. 


Family instability was one 


factor that prevented family 
income among blacks from 
rising faster than it did in the 
'60s. Other factors, said the 
study, helped improve income 
of black families — mobility 
to 
urban 
area, 
rising 


educational levels, 
improved 


training programs. 
Job Mobility 
The key to future income 


improvement 
for blacks, 
it 


said, is whether, and how fast, 
they continue to move into 
occupations that pay higher 
and that 
have 
traditionally 


lower susceptibility to unem- 
ployment. 
If b l a c k m a l e s w e r e 
distributed among occupations 
as whites are while earning at 
their current rates, their in- 
comes would go up 8%; if they 
retained 
their 
present

income would go up 27%; if

campaign along a zone 5 to 
30 miles wide in Texas and 
Louisiana in an effort to kill 
the mosquitoes which spread 
the disease k n o w n as 
V e n e z u e l e a n equine en- 
cephalomyelitis (VEE). 


Hardin told newsmen 450,000 


units of the vaccine, developed 
by the Defense Dept. as a 
biological war defense, will be 
shipped to Texas Sunday night, 
with the remaining doses to 
follow. 


The vaccine also will be 


supplied to veterinarians in 


north from South America 
through Central America and 
M e x i c o into the United 
States. 


About 1,000 suspected cases of 
the disease have been detected 
In horses within the state, with 
about 800 deaths. 


Hardin said latest figures 
Eight to ten persons in the 


indicate that 152,000 horses Brownsville, Tex., area have 
have been vaccinated in Texas, developed symptoms, he said, 


with one death attributed to 
encephalitis.

I didn't know what to expect. 


I knew Zion had once been 
an assistant U S. attorney in 
New Jersey and that he h a d 
worked on both the New York 
Post and the Times. 


After that he had been an 


editor of Scanlan's Monthly, a 
magazine that folded 
after 


printers in this country refused 
to print 
an issue devoted! 


largely to demonstrating how 
to bomb buildings and conduct 
guerrilla warfare. 
Strange Creditor 
I had read of his bizarre trip 


to the U S. Medical Center for 
Prisoners at Springfield, Mo., 
with his (Scanlan's) associates 
in an effort to borrow $100,000 
for the magazine from syn- 
d i c a t e 
enforced 
Kayo 


Konigsberg. 


The loan deal fell through. 


Zion was quoted as explaining: 
"If anything went wrong, Kayo 
w a s 
not 
your 
ordinary 


creditor." 


I had no idea what to expect 


when Zion appeared. All I 
knew was that he had earned 
a reputation for flamboyance 
and was now being labeled as 
1971' s 
biggest 
fink 
for 


revealing Ellsberg's identity. 


Zio strode ito the bar. 


"You say you saw Ellsberg," 


he went on. "I only caught 
end of it 
I was up watch- 


ing Mort Sahl at Mister Kelly's. 
Did Ellsberg say 
anything 


about me? 


'I don't want him hating me, 


too. 
I 
really admire 
the 


guy." 


I asked Zion how things had 


been going with him since his 
revelation. 


"The first day after it was 


really bad," he said. "I could 
tell right away from the people 
who didn't call me how filings 
were going. Then I walked into 
Sardi's and practically no one 
would speak to me." 


"The only one who was 


really great to me in the face 
of all that pressure from the 
Times was Charlotte Curtis, 
their 
women's 
editor. She 


came right up to me in Sardi's 
and tagged me." 
Called 'Scummy' 
"But Pete Hamill, who has 


been a friend and a guest in 
my house, wrote a column in 
the New York Post calling me 
'scummy,' and I was sent word 
that I was never again to set 


foot in the New York Times 
newsroom." 


"I didn't blame the Times 


for getting mad," he said. 
"For a few days they were 
the heroes of the world and 
shooting 
not 
only for 
the 


Pulitzer Prize but the Nobel 
Peace Prize as well. 


"They were running with the 


biggest story since World War 
II and all of a sudden, h e r e 
I come and tell the world it 
wasn't a great job of investiga- 
tive reporting at all but a hand- 
out." 


The thing that did surprise 


Zion, however, and still does, 
is the hostility shown toward 
him by his friends in the 
newspaper business.

Times newsroom checking out 
some clips for a magazine 
story I was d o i n g for them 
when the excitement over the 
Pentagon story was reaching 
nts peak.

Injection for Rural America 


Amid all the presumption that rural America 


Is losing its political clout, it might seem strange 
to witness a flurry of activity in Congress aimed 
at aiding that very segment of the country.

The explanation apparently is that the 


nation at large, including big city represen- 
tatives, finally has come to appreciate the 
fact that the mounting problems of American 
cities have their roots in the problems of 
the rural areas; that the exodus of population 
from the farms and small towns has created 
an almost unmanageable influx of humanity 
into the cities.

Thus the need to develop opportunities for 


economic and social gratification in rural areas, 
a need long overlooked, has been linked in- 
separably with the need to curb the population 
congestion in the cities, a need being pressed 
all over the country. 


The most prominent vehicle ior meeting these 


dual needs is proposed legislation to pump $2 
billion of federal funds into loans for industrial 
development and community facilities in rural 
areas. The legislation envisions establishment of 
a new banking system which could provide the 
same financial injection in non-farm activities 
that the farm credit system has made possible 
for agricultural improvements. 


The measure got its big push from Senate 


Agriculture Committee Chairman Herman 
Talmadge and Sen. Hubert Humphrey, who 
co-sponsored a Senate initiative into rural 
problems. It is bipartisan and includes Rep. 
Charles Thone of Nebraska among its House 
snonsors.

As Thone explains it, the actual loans would 


be made by existing commercial banks. But each 
borrower and each bank participating would be 
required to buy stock in the system, so that 
within 10 years the new banking system would 
have capital enough to operate without additional 
government funds. 


The bill also calls for subsidies for industries 


relocating in rural and small town areas. 


Purpose of the bill, in Thone's words, is 


"to relieve the strains and pressures of over- 
urbanization and to redevelop the heartland of 
our nation."

There is no doubt that the revitalization 


of rural 
America 
will require the in- 


troduction of significant 
amounts of in- 


vestment capital. The bipartisan proposal in 
Congress appears to accommodate that 
requirement very nicely.

write openly are talking about the speech of 
the popular poet Yevgeny Yevtushenko at the 
Union Congress of writers.

Yevtushenko complained that men of his 


generation are considered competent to pilot 
cosmic ships but are not trusted with editorial 
control of the country's literary journals. 
The 37-year old poet rose to fame a decade 
ago for his outspoken views.

He said that it was true that his generation 


of writers often "made a lot of noise" with 
superficial declarations when they were younger 
in order to attract attention. But now, he said, 
it was time for a deeper analysis of problems. 


While he was the only one at the Congress 


to rock the boat, it was disappointing in that 
his dissent was rather timid and halting. 
Discussing the role of literature, he said writers 
were like teachers, and a good teacher never 
has "forbidden questions." 


"The same is true for a writer," he said. 


"There must be only a forbidden approach to 
themes, 
but there must 
not be forbidden 


themes." 


Americans comment that while Yevtushenka 


is still relatively a rebel, now he is a tame 
rebel; that it is not freedom he asks for, but 
rather captivity under a different set of rules.

Widespread Concern for Nation

cheerleaders asked of fans not so long ago? 
And the crowd would respond, "It's ok." Ask 
the American people that question today and 
they respond, "Plenty." 


That is the consensus of a recent Roper 


survey contained in The Roper Report for July. 
The pollster firm asked 2,000 Americans if they 
felt things in this country are generally going 
in the right direction today, or if they felt that 
think something is seriously wrong with the 
wrong track. 


Twenty-three per cent said things were going 


in the right direction, 64% said we were on the 
wrong track and 13% had no opinion. That is 
a nearly two-thirds majority of the people who 
think something is serioulsy wrong with the 
nation.

The Roper survey then asked which of a 


number of things in a list constituted the major 
cause of the problems in the nation. Forty-seven 
per cent cited use of drugs; 40%, the war in 
Vietnam; 33%, racial tension; 
31%, people 


forgetting the Golden Rule; 30%; lack of strong 
leadership; 27% the economic situation; 26% 
too much emphasis on money and materialism; 
23%, permissiveness; 20%, radical attempts to 
force change; 18%, communism; 13%, youth and 
its values; and 4% each, growing conservatism 
and too much technology.

The Roper Report discusses the many aspects 


of the survey and then concludes: 


"The survey findings leave no room for 


doubt. Americans are disturbed at the drift of 
things and they are not afraid to say so. There 
is no wish to sweep the country's problems under 
the rug of reassuring rhetoric. Facing the fact 
that problems exist is the necssary first step 
to their solution . . . " 


We include this final quote from the survey 


for a reason — the reason being that it is 
bascially optimistic. Many people will look at 
the survey results and find them pessimistic. 
Some will come up with the tired admonition 
that if we stopped looking at all the bad things 
in the nation, maybe we would not have all the 
troubles that plague us.

But the truth is that problems have always 


existed prior to their becoming major items of 
public discussion. Discussion and analysis of a 
problem always follow the existence of the 
problem.

Is it true that if the press and other forms 


of communication stopped talking about the 
problems, the nation would be far better off? 
The answer is exactly the opposite. 


The nation would be no better off for haying 


refused to look at the problem of discrimination, 
for instance. If nothing else, such discrimination 
would have continued unabated and who would 
champion such a thing as that? We have been 
wrong in the past in sweeping that problem 
under the rug and we are right today in trying 
to do something to change it.

Secondly, regardless of how we might have 


tried to ignore the problem., it would not have 
gone away because its victims would not have 
allowed it to do so. The victims of discrimination 
have had it and are not about to let anyone forget 
that fact

We are far better off knowing and facing 


our problems than we would ever be by ignoring 
or trying to hide them. Our discussion of them 
is an asset, not a liability. And such discussion 
is certainly not the cause of our problems. 


Shifting Views of U.S., China

HE trip of President Richard 
Nixon to Peking promises to 
change again the vision that the 


United States and China have of each 
other as it has changed in the past— 
sometimes devil, sometimes friend. 


Each has had one image of the 


other and its intentions, and another 
view of itself. Seldom have the views 
coincided, with each other or with 
reality.

The first American ship to visit 


Canton in 1784 was 
appropriately 


named the Empress of China. By the

inauguration in 1789, 15 American 
ships had been to China to trade.

which regarded itself, and had for two 
thousand years, as the center of the 


everyone and to preserve China's 
t e r r i t o r i a l integrity. Hailed in 
America, it had little practical effect. 


Appearances 
To the Chinese, the 
Americans 


appeared as late invaders. To the 
Americans, sure of their own virtue, 
the Chinese appeared as wards they 
were protecting. 


When the American legation in 


Peking was besieged along with the 
others during the Boxer Rebellion in 
1900, the Americans felt betrayed as 
they were later to feel when the 
Communists led by Mao Tse-tung 
took over the mainland in 1949 and 
entered the Korea war in 1950. 


Before and during World War H, the 


image grew in America of a Demo- 
cratic China led by a Christian gen- 
eral, Chaing Kai-shek, fighting a com- 
mon enemy, Japan. 


The sentimental 
attachment 
to 


China was ended by the Korean war, 
however. Until too late, U.S. generals 
and officials did not believe the 
Chinese warning that they would 
intervene. 


Later, as the Pentagon papers 


showed, one of the major reasons for 
United States involvement in In- 
dochina was fear of Chinese Com- 
munist 
domination 
of 
Asia. 
All 


through the period, Chinese Com- 


munist statements pictured the United 
States at the same time as an 
aggressor trying to encircle and in- 
vade China. 


Each country saw itself as the 


upholder of right and justice and the 
other as the incarnation of evil and 
aggression. 


With the visit of the U.S. Ping-Pong 


team 
to China last 
April,, the 


American public image of China 
began to change again. 


Behind the images each country has 


of the other are the realities.' The 
better they are understood, the better 
are the chances of a new era in the 
relations 
between China and the 


United States.

see much of Peking, he may come 
home from his summit meeting with 
Premier Chou En-lai with a "cleanup 
our cities" program in his briefcase. 
The ancient Chinese capital, with an 
estimated seven million population 
within its 9.500-square-mile municipal 
boundaries, invariably is described by 
Western visitors as one of the cleanest 
and most ordered cities (no traffic 
jams, either) they have ever seen. 


History 
Peking traces its history back some 


3,000 years. On its site at the northern 


apex of the North China Plain, the 
earliest city of which there is any 
record was Ch'I in the 12th Century 
B C. Today's Peking is a city rebuilt 
many times. The early city was 
destroyed in 221 B.C. by Shih Huang 
Ti, the "first emperor" who unified 
China out of what had until then 
many diverse feudal — and feuding 
— states. 


As is true of Europe's oldest cities 


— London for instance — Peking is 
a mixture of the old and the new, 
rich 
in 
the 
culture 
of 
many 


dynasties.

Any visit to Peking (which means 


"northern capital") must begin with 
Tien An Men (gate of heavenly 
peace), square, covering almost 100 
acres. It lies south of the imperial 
city in the center of Peking. Tie.i 
En Men itself is a massive stone 
building and it is on the rostrum of 
this gate that Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung and other leaders stand to 
review parades on major occasions. 


The Great Hall of the People, where 


Premier Chou receives most foreign 
guests and where he probably will 
confer with President Nixon, lies on 
the west side of Tien An Men 
Square. 


The Chinese capital is a dry and 


windy city. Dust from the plain swirls 
down the wide city streets which 
carry more bicycles than anything 
else — the riders often wearing cloth 
masks to protect against the dust. 


Few Vehicles 
There is little vehicular traffic on 


the wide streets. Virtually no cars 
or trucks in China are privately 
owned. The bicycle is the main mode 
of 
i n d i v i d u a l 
transportation. 


Rickshaws have disappeared. 


As a result of the sparse traffic, 


another 
impression 
the 
visitor 


receives 
of 
the 
city 
is 
its 


spaciousness. For example Tien En 
Men Square could handle, easily, up 
to 30 lanes of traffic if there was 
any need. 


There are some 12 and 13 story 


buildings but most of the city's 
structures, 
both commercial 
and 


private, are one-story, many with 
pagoda-style roofs. This adds to the 
over-all impression of open space. 


On the average day the city comes 


to life about 6 a.m., when the bicycles 
come out and people begin streaming 
the streets going to their jobs or on 
family errands. One Western visitor 
said he had never heard so many 
children yelling so early in the 
morning as in Peking. 


Peking has a new subway, but 


unused. Begun in 1965 and completed 
four years later, it runs for 15 miles, 
has 16 stations, and trains that can 
travel 50 miles per hour. It is not 
known when the system may open 
for use, but since its completion some 
60.000 people a day have been allowed 
in to look at it.

conditions, there is no evidence 
indicating that valve trouble 
will occur simply as a rosult 
of using lead-free gasoline.

Two beautification items 
—- control of 


roadside bill boards and limitations on high-rise 
buildings — were among the things editorial 
writers 
were 
concerned 
about during the 


week. 


The Norfolk Daily News, taking note of 


rumors of a new high-rise Hilton Hotel in Lincoln, 
decried the trend toward tall buildings in 
downtown Lincoln because they obscure the sight 
of the Statehouse tower. 


"Further limitations on building heights are 


called for if there is any value at all accorded 
to retaining the distinctive feature of that 
architectural wonder of which most Nebraskans 
are very proud," the Daily News said. 


The Scottsbluff Star-Herald said "failure of 


the Legislature to pass a billboard law during 
its session this year is puzzling" in light of 
a possible 10% slash in federal highway aid. 


The newspaper urged state officials to seek 


a hearing with the federal Department of 
Transportation to avert loss of some $ 9 million 
in highway funds because of failure to control 
advertising signs on interstates and other federal 
highways. 


"Not only is compliance with the federal 


statute necessary in order they receive the full 
amount of federal aid," the Star-Herald added, 
"but the law represents a genuine commitment 
on the part of the state to clean up the 
countryside 
and 
insure that 
the eyes of 


Nebraskans and visitors will not be assaulted 
and insulted by scenery-hiding signs." 


The editorial writer for the Lexington Clipper 


was not impressed with Gov. J. J. Exon's 
proposal that high school principals help register 
18-year-olds to vote. 


"We would not attempt to speak for Omaha 


and Lincoln," the paper said, "but out here 
our young voters know where the court house 
is located and they are perfectly capable of 
going there and registering. 


"We do not think these young people want 


to be pampered in this matter." 


The Pierce County Leader decried the 


"double set of standards" used in permitting 
Johnny Rodgers to play Cornhusker football 
during his two-year probation for larceny from 
a person. 


Since Rodgers had no prior convictions, the 


paper felt it was not wrong to put him on 
probation or let him stay in school. But "the 
decision to allow him to play football is open 
for question. Many athletes have been dropped 
from the team for merely breaking training 
rules or arguing with the coach." 


"What must be condemned," the Leader 


concluded, "is a double set of standards that 
are too often adopted by those in authority."

The matter of prisoners, the formal offer 


made by Mine. Nguyen Thi Binh at the Paris 
peace talks ties return directly to the with- 
drawal 
of 
American 
troops.

American prisoner held in North Vietnam 
would be released when the last American 
soldier left South Vietnam. That is the best 
kind of arrangement this country is ever 
likely to get on prisoners, and though the 
men held in Laos and Cambodia are not 
included, they probably could be in any 
agreement for settlement

On the schedule of troop withdrawal, the 


other side asked the President to pick the 
end of this year as the terminal date for 
the exit of all Americans. President Nixon 
is now committed to be down to about 180,000 
troops by the end of this year. 


Authoritative reports say that in 1972 the 


rate of withdrawal will be raised to 20,000 
men per month — which would imply com- 
plete exit by the fall of 1972. That means 
that

nine 
months 
separate 
the 


President's timetable for withdrawal from the 
Communist timetable. 


A third issue is the matter of continuing 


American economic and military aid to South 
Vietnam after the troop withdrawal. In her 
formal presentation, Mme. Binh allowed for 
the continuation of economic aid. In his in- 
terview with Anthony Lewis of the New York 
Times, Le Due Tho, the chief Communist 
at the talks, asserted military aid could also 
continue. 


Finally, there is the gut issue of who 


rules South Vietnam after the American troop 
withdrawal. President Nixon Wants the South 
Vietnamese to be free to shape their own 
destiny. 
The Communists have insisted 
that 


President Thieu be excluded from power. This, 
is a step backward from previous insistence 
that Thieu, Vice President Ky, and Premier 
Tran Thien Khien all be excluded from office. 
Moreover, in his interview with Lewis, Tho 
indicated that the political issue could be 
settled separately from other issues. That 
is a further step backward, and an indication, 
as Tho acknowledged, that the whole matter 
is up for negotiation. 


What all this means is that the Com- 


munist offer merits careful, discriminating 
attention. The burden of proof is on the ad- 
ministration to show tha it is serious in its 
approach to negotiations.. And there should 
be no dodging the issue in some vain hope 
that the coming visit to Peking can produce 
miracles in Hanoi — not to mention 
Moscow.

Chiefs' Study: Crisis Overstated 
Violence Against Police 


Sudden Upsurge'

Washington — A growing 


n u m b e r of the nation's 
policemen are killed and in- 
jured every year. But a recent 
study shows the increase is not 
the sudden upsurge in anti- 
police 
violence 
claimed by 


the Nixon administration. 


At the same time, it was 


learned that the Justice Dept. 
refused to finance a project 
that, according to its sponsors, 
would produce more knowledge 
about the causes of the killings 
and how police training, tactics 
and 
equipment 
should 
be 


changed to stem them. 


The unpublished study was 


done 
by 
the 
International 


Association of Chiefs of Police. 
It 
analyzed the 561 police 


deaths 
reported 
from 1960 


through 1970 Chief among the 
study's preliminary findings 
were that: 
Evolved Gradually 
" . . . The present level of 


deaths has evolved more or 
less gradually over a period 
of 11 years in the United States 
and does not constitute either 
a sudden or extreme upsurge 
in police-directed violence." 


Police killings in the last 11 


years represent "an evolving 
pattern of violence that may 
prove difficult to link with 
specific political or s o c i a l 
events or movements." Both 
the administration and the FBI 
link the killings to increased 
radical activity. 


The association study does 


not suggest "any number of 
police deaths is 'acceptable' or 
'inevitable'." 
11 
contends, 


however, only closer study of 
the circumstances in which 
police are killed can yield the 
new 
procedures 
needed 
to 


prevent them. 


The 
association 
research 


director, 
Thomas 
Crockett, 


c o n f i r m e d Justice Dept.

catch the killer. Otherwise, the 
FBI will continue only to keep 
count of police deaths. 


The need for closer study of 


police deaths grew out of the 
a s s o c i a t i o n study which 
c o m p a r e d year-to-year in- 
creases in the fatalities, rather 
than comparing each year of 
the sixties to the 28 deaths in 
1960, which is the FBI method. 


T h e 
statistical 
picture 


emerging 
from 
the 
study 


showed police fatalities from 
all causes increasing at an 
average rate of 15% a year 
— a rate exceeded in five of 
the 10 years. 


On that basis, the 100 deaths 


reported for 1970 were only 
slightly above those that might 
have been predicted by ap- 
plying the average rate of 
increase to the 86 deaths in 
1969. Subsequent 
analysis 


shows 1971 deaths are also 
increasing at the average rate. 


Thus, Crockett and the study 


contended, the 1970 and 1971 
claims of crisis were over- 
stated. While there is cause for 
concern, the study said, the 
radical violence of those years 
was not the sole factor in- 
volved in police deaths. 
Cause of Death 
The last six months of 1970 


showed, for example, 12 of the 
48 deaths (25%) rose from 
ambush killings. Twenty came 
while 
making 
arrests 
or 


responding to a call. 


In the remaining fatalities, 


three 
were 
from unknown 


causes, two were accidental 
and two were in the tran- 
sporting of prisoners. Nine

Crockett says 
even these 


statistics — "and 
we need 


more to pin it down more 
firmly" — show the threats to 
police officers come from a 
wider range of sources than 
the violence associated with 
radical groups such as the 
Black Panthers.

derscored the need to examine 
each death closely to deter- 
mine why it happened. "It may

Kampala, Uganda UP) — They 


are still selling a book entitled 
"Thoughts 
of 
an 
African- 


Leader" by M i l t o n Obote, 
Uganda's exiled president. 


One of the many thoughts 


embedded in the little book is 
that African 1 e a d e rs must 
always listen to the people. It 
was expressed in a speech 
.Obote made on Africa Day, a 
few months before he was 
overthrown for not listening to 
the people. 


"Let all the leaders of Africa 


s u b m i t -themselves to the 
masses," Obote said. 


When the army took over the 


government on Jan. 25, one of 
its many complaints was Obote 
for 
eight years 
had 
not 


submitted 
himself 
to 
the 


masses in a free election. 


An Army manifesto said that 


Obote, 
far 
from 
listening, 


suppressed the views of many 
people: 
that 
he 
ignored 


•widespread dissatisfaction over 
an 
indefinite

emergency in the country and 
his 
powers 
of 
preventive 


detention; -that he failed to 
heed protests about corruption, 
tribalism and crime. 


Gen. 
Idi 
Amin, army 


commander who took over 
from Obote, has not set a date 
for elections, but he has been 
doing a lot of talking and 
listening. 


With American helicopters he 


has been flying to all parts of 
the country, a d d r e s s i n g 
meetings, attending churches, 
talking to farmers, reassuring 
the citizens and just listening. 
In a country where the news is 
broadcast in 17 languages this 
is no job for an idler. Amin 
speaks a half dozen languages, 
including English, the official 
language here. 
Public Relations 
Obote had become increasing- 


ly dictatorial, diplomats say. 
He hired a public relations firm 
to polish his image as an 
African leader. He was one of 
the most aggressive opponents 
of British sales of a r m s to 
Soutfti Africa and led the attack

Commonwealth conference in 
Singapore. 


He was about to return to 


Uganda when the army struck. 
There were few casualties. 
Uganda Radio gave the coup a 
groovy touch by broadcasting

records. 


Obote went into exile in 


Tanzania, but his whereabouts 
is a carefully guarded secret. 
The Uganda government offers 
$120,000 to anyone returning- 
him to Uganda alive.

Obote's welfare if toe chose to 
return. "Anyone can make 
mistakes except God," he told 
a religious conference. 


Fears were expressed for a 


few months that Obote was 
mustering a guerrilla force on 
Uganda's borders.

Kenya has taken a much more 
friendly view toward Amin's 
coup, and this is vital for 
Uganda. Its exports reach the 
outsiae world on the railway 
line from Kampala to the 
Kenyan port of Mombasa. 


It is not expected here that 


Nyerere will let his personal 
feelings about Amin overcome 
Ms better judgment. He has 
always favored r e g i o n a l 
economic and even political 
grouping in Africa. 


The finance m i n i s t e r , 


Emmanuel Wakhweya, says 
Uganda was heading toward 
economic collapse when Amin 
stepped in. Obote built up the 
debt to $100 million and foreign 
investment was drying up as a 
r e s u l t 
of 
nationalization 


measures. 


Amin 
lhas 
eased 
this 


program, to the applause of the 
business community. Some 80 
leading companies were under 
orders to transfer 60% of their 
shares to the government. Now 
banks, insurance 
companies 


and some industrial firms are 
required to accept government 
participation, but only up to 
49%.

One of President Amon's 


principal preoccupations has

There are 
some 20 etihnic groups, the 
largest the Baganda people 
with about a quarter of the 10 
million p o p u l a t i o n . The 
Baganda are conservative, ag- 
gressive and the most advanced 
of the Uganda tribes. 


Obote a n t a g o n i z e d the 


Baganda in 1965 by ordering his 
troops to storm the palace of 
Mutesa H, king of Kabaka of a 
largely autonomous state. The 
palace was burned down and 
Mutesa H, k n o w n as King 
Freddie, went into exile in 
England where he died. 


One of Amin's first moves 


was to have the body brought 
back for burial. 


Amin is trying to include as 


many tribes as possible in his 
Cabinet, army, police force and 
civil service. Obote had favored 
his own Lango tribesmen in key 
posts. 


Few soldiers are seen on 


Kampala's streets, and there is 
little feeling of military rule. 
Amin likes to ride a Jeep

after signoff.

The man who brought modern 


penology to Nebraska — who proved 
professionalism is better than politics 
in running prisons —- will leave in 
two weeks for the crowning job of 
his career. 


On Aug. 1, Maurice Sigler will 


become the newest member of the 
U.S. Board of Parole. When he does, 
he will take with him prison ex- 
periences ranging from the inmate- 
guarded swamp gangs of Louisiana 
to 
the 
plains 
penitentiary 
of 


Nebraska; a progressive philosophy 
of corrections; and a bit of law-and- 
order conservatism acquired since he 
moved to the Husker State. 


He'll also, with great enthusiasm, 


continue his advocacy of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska football team, his 
rapport with country music, and his 
penchant for golf. 


The dynamic warden has become 


a familiar personality in this state 
by an unfamiliar route for a prison 
official 
Not 
through 
sensational 


headlines, but 
through trying to 


educate the public — often in person 
from the speaker's platform — has 
he become known. 


Told Story 
Simply, but dramatically, he's told 


the story of modern prison needs and 
goals to hundreds of groups across 
the state. And in stressing the ad- 
vantages of programs such as Gavel 
C l u b , 
Jaycees and 
Alcoholics 


Anonymous, he's involved outsiders in 
the one-to-one process of resocializing 
prisoners. 


In the few times there was touble 


(sit-down strikes, holding of hostages) 
during his 12 years at the peniten- 
tiary, experienced handling of the 
situations usually prevented further 
problems — and encouraged public 
confidence. 


Sigler came to Nebraska in June, 


1959 to take over the penitentiary. 
He 
was 
the 
first 
professional 


penologist in the state's history. He 
has stayed through four governors, 
both Democratic and Republican, a 
staunch believer in keeping politics 
out of prison administration. In 1963 
he became warden of the newly 


formed Penal Complex, and in 1967 
deputy director of institutions in 
charge of corrections 
(corrections 


director). 


Budget Praise 
He also won seldom-given praise 


from 
the 
Legislature's 
Budget 


Committee 
for 
his 
precise 
and 


realistic budget presentations. He 
never completely got his priority 
request, however: competitive salar- 
ies for correctional officers. But he 
kept asking. 


Through leadership on various study 


committees of the Crime Commission 
and sessions with legislators 
and 


other interested people, he has suc- 
cessfully sought a number of prison 
programs to advance corrections in 
the state. 
te- 
'***" 


Among them are work-release; sen- 


tencing of all offenders to the Penal 
Complex Reception and Diagnostic 


Center 
for 
reassignment 
to the 


maximum-security 
peniteniary 
or 


minimum-security reformatory; and 
the omnibus corrections bill which 
s e p a r a t e d pardon and parole 
p r o c e d u r e s , established parole 
supervision for 
both adults 
and 


juveniles, and formally organized the 
Division of Corrections. 


Through his years in Nebraska, 


Sigler says he has retained most of 
the same philosophy he had when he 
came — "though I think I can see 
things in a little better perspective 
now" — with one exception: 


He didn't believe in capital punish- 


ment 12 years ago.

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Midwest Confab at South Sioux City 
Governors Meet 
To Share Woes

South Sioux City — Fifteen mid- 


western governors, 
worried about 


problems of America's farmers and 
everybody's pocketbooks, were ex- 
pected to gather here today for the 
10th annual Midwestern Governors 
Conference. 


"Farm supports are distasteful to 


many citizens of the United States 
but I think they are as essential as 
other federal help in other areas," 
said 
Missouri 
Gov. 
Warren E. 


Hearnes. 


"The alternative — if we do away 


with subsidies and price supports — 
I'm afraid would not only break a 
lot of farmers but also break a lot 
of towns/' Hearnes, a Democrat, said 
in response to an Associated Press 
(AP) survey of gubernatorial opinion 
last week. 


The conference is scheduled through 


Wednesday for 
governors 
of the 


nation's vast midsection — from 
North Dakota to West Virginia. 


All but two of the 13 governors 


who responded to the AP question- 
naire said they thought the conference 
should take a unified stand on 
agriculture. 


But when it came to defining that 


stand, there was only one specific 
proposal suggested. 


Nebraska 
Gov. J. J. Exon, a 


Democrat, said: "I think the federal 
government should adopt a food and 
fiber board to set policy for the 
Department of Agriculture (USDA) 
and take it out of partisan politics." 


Exon and Iowa Gov. Robert Ray, 


a Republican, are co-hosts to the 
conference. 


Oklahoma Gov. David Hall, a 


Democrat, said he is strongly opposed 
to President 
Nixon's proposal to 


merge the USDA with other cabinet 
departments. 


Policy Statement 
South Dakota Gov. Richard Kneip, 


also a Democrat, said he would have 
a policy statement to deliver 'o the 
conference. He said it would indude 
some suggestions, which he declined 
to discuss last week. 


"The farmer today is caught in a 


cost-price squeeze," said Kansas Gov. 
Robert Docking, a Democrat and 
chairman of the conference. He said 


farmers, like state and local govern- 
ments, have been "severely hit by 
the national economic slowdown." 


"The most serious problem for all 


farmers,'' said Illinois Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie, a Republican, "is an income 
level which has shrunk relative to 
almost all other occupations. We must 
seek a vigorous farm policy that 
raises that income level." 


And Kentucky Gov. Louie B. Nunn, 


also a Republican, said: "In Kentucky, 
as elsewhere, the real problem is 
farmers don't share equitably in the 
economic value 
of 
their labors, 


causing outmigration." 


Outmigration — population shifts 


from rural areas — was also men- 
tioned by North Dakota Gov. William 
Guy and Iowa Gov. Ray, who said 
it is "the key issue we would like 
to have discussed." 


Ray said young people are leaving 


Iowa's 
rural 
areas 
because of 


"declining opportunities in our rural 
c o m m u n i t i e s and the income 
pressures of our midwestern far- 
mers." 


Common Interests 
Like public officials throughout the 


nation, midwestern governors will be 
keenly interested in economics — 
revenue sharing, unemployment, the 
state of the economy. 


"I'd 
like 
action 
— not 
just 


discussion," said Illinois Gov. Ogilvie, 
"which will support the principle of 
revenue sharing. It is vital to solve 
the major problem of most states, 
which is lack of revenue." 


Revenue sharing also is strongly 


backed by Michigan Gov. William 
Milliken, a Republican, who said: "As 
it is now, the federal system is in 
jeopardy because of the imbalance 
between 
federal 
revenue raising 


capabilities and state revenue raising 
potential. Revenue sharing can help 
save the system." 


Ohio Gov. John J. Gilligan, a 


Democrat, listed "economic issues — 
unemployment and the continuing 
increase in consumer prices" as the 
top 
p r o b l e m s 
facing 
mid- 


westerners. 


Other governors who were invited 


to the conference are Edgar Whit- 
comb of Indiana, Wendell Anderson

Expansion of Recreational Facilities 
'65 Cig Tax Boost 
Started Program

Once upon a time, the Nebraska 


Legislature raised the state's tax on 
cigarets and earmarked all the extra 
income for capital d e v e l o p m e n t 
projects 


Sound familiar? 


Of course it happened. Way back 


in 1965, too, in case anyone suspects 
the reference here was to the 1971 
Legislature's heated panegyric on the 
cigaret tax. 


For those with slippery memories, 


a majority of senators in '65 boosted 
the cigaret tax 2c a pack. They then 
ordered that the prospective fresh 
millions of dollars be split three ways 
— to build the state's educational 
television network, to c o n s t r u c t 
recreation area access roads and 
finally, to set off the most profound 
expansion of recreational facilities in 
Nebraska history. 


Just now is the breath of that expan- 


sion coming sharply 
into public 


view. 


Moreover, just now is when there 


has never been so much money 
available, plus the prospect of more, 
for political subdivisions to acquire 


land and build swimming pools and 
golf courses and picnic shelters and 
tennis courts and bike trails and you 
name it from the inventory shelf of 
recreation items. 


The casual questioner must struggle 


through a picket line of financial 
formulae to reach his what's-going-on 
objective. 


The development of the north side of Holmes Park was completed at a cost of $207,583. 


>,610,990 Spent 


That 
done, 
h o w e v e r , 
this 


emerges' 


In the past five years, since the 


cooperative 
federal-state-local 
pro- 


gram really became o p e r a t i v e , 
$9,610,990 in local-level recreational 
projects have either been completed 
in Nebraska or set in motion. They 
run from obtaining land for two large 
parks and constructing 
two new 


swimming pools in 
metropolitan 


Omaha to night-lighting a baseball 
field in tiny Naper. 


Of the $9.6 million, local projects 


costing $2.9 million have been okayed 
for the new state fiscal year, thanks 
to action of the 1971 Legislature and 
its Budget Committee. Gov. J. J. 
Exon's 
executive 
budget 
recom- 


mendation for the Game and Parks 
Commission would have authorized 
less than half the amount. 


The commission is the 
agency 


which administers the growing en- 
terprise known as the Land and Water 
Conservation Fund program. 


Congresa launched the program in 


1964. Uncle Sam offered state and 
local communities 50-50 matching 
money for nationwide stimulation of 
recreational 
facilities. 
Under 
the 


fierce prodding of then Game Com- 
mission Director Mel Steen, the 1965 
Nebraska 
Legislature 
decided 
it 


wanted to participate — although not 
without a dandy row. 


Coalition 
Lawmakers accordingly passed the 


cigaret tax increase as part of a 
coalition package, earmarking all new 
revenue. Seven-tenths of Ic of the 
extra tax cash was dedicated to un- 
derwriting Nebraska involvement in 
the Land and Water Conservation 
Fund program. 


(Cigaret tax earmarking ended two 


years later, with the Legislature 
continuing financing from general 
fund revenues.) 


After assuring a source of income, 


the 1965 Legislature further decreed 
that the federal cash be divided 60% 
for state recreation projects, 40% for 
local. Bat lawmakers directed that 
on 
local projects, 
financing 


be 50% federal, 25% state aid

Would not the US., which 


is psychologically devoted to 
the thought of military om- 
nipotence, suffer "withdrawal" 
pains by doing what the South 
Dakotan advocates? 


"We have to learn what the 


British 
learned," McGovern 


said. "There is a limit to 
power, We must reexamine our

world." 


M c G o v e r n 
thinks the 


American people would "look 
with great gratitude" on a 
national administration 
ultra- 


cautious about involvement in

military venture. 


For example, McGovern is 


convinced China "is not bas- 
ically an American problem " 
He said "we agreed in World 
War II that Taiwan belongs to 
China" and that the so called 
Two-China policy "is unreal- 
istic." 


How Red China and the 


Nationalist forces controlling 
Taiwan resolve their problems 
is a matter for them, not one 
which should launch the U.S. 
into military combat. 
Run Contrary 
Domestically, a number of 


programs 
MeGovern

pions seem to run contrary to

deep-seated 
early 


American values. Yes, some 
may 
"fly in the 
face of 


traditional thought patterns," 
the 
two-term senator nod- 


ded. 


But, McGovern noted, once 


the 
long-resisted 
Medicare 


program became law, even 
opponents rushed to stake a 
claim for authorship. 


Adoption of a much-needed 


welfare reform is hindered 
because of citizen suspicions 
"something would happen . . . 


that there would be a com- 
promise with virtue, a con- 
cession." 


As McGovern views it, the 


alternate to refusal to cope 
with bitterly grinding social 
p r o b l e m s 
"is economic 


disaster." 


Another concrete example: 


In the past two years, with 
McGovern and others in the 
v a n g u a r d , Congress has 
quadrupled the food stamp 
program. The level is now $2.5 
billion a year, for helping low- 
income citizens improve their 
diet.

George McGovern makes no 


concessions with his public 
beliefs to carry votes and 
sometimes it's lonely. 


"But I'm impressed the way 


my views are coming to be 
accepted," he grinned. On 
Vietnam, the national majority 
is where McGovern was years 
back, he said.

Environmentalists Join Forces 
In Try to Sink Mizzou Project

Environmental 
groups 
in 


Nebraska and South Dakota 
wUl be joining forces later this 
month in an attempt to scuttle 
the now-delayed project to 
channelize the Missouri River 
from Sioux City to Yankton, 
S.D. 


The U.S. Army Corps of 


Engineers proposal, strongly 
criticized by the Nebraska 
Game Commission, is designed 
to stabilize bank erosion along 
the 78-mile stretch of river and 
open it to barge traffic. 


But environmental 
groups 


maintain the project 
would 


destroy historical, recreational 
and 
environmental 
benefits 


along 
the 
last 
relatively 


unaltered 
stretch 
of 
the 


Missouri River. 


The Dakota Environmental 


Council (DEC) of Vermillion, 
S.D., and Quality Environment 
Council (QEC) of Omaha are 
co-sponsoring the second an- 
nual Missouri River Day at the 
Clay County State Park near 
Vermillion July 25 (or Aug. 1, 
if it rains July 25). 


The public meeting, which 


includes recreational activities, 
is designed to attract in- 
terested groups and individuals 
for discussion of the chan- 
nelization proposal. 
Short-Circuited 
The 
project 
was 
short- 


circuited in Washington last 
year, primarily because of 
o p p o s i t i o n 
from 
en- 


vironmentalists and because 
the Corps failed to investigate 
and report on environmental 
effects 
of the 
project and 


alternatives to channelization. 


A 
Corps 
spokesman 
in 


Omaha said it is not known 
how long it will take to com- 
plete 
a 
report 
on 
en- 
v i r o n m e n t a l effects and 
alternatives. 
* And the spokesman conceded

local opposition to the chan- 
nelization project would un- 
doubtedly permanently delay 
it. 


In the early 1960s, Congress 


directed the Corps to study the 
Missouri from Sioux City to 
Gavins 
Point 
Dam 
near 


Yankton because of severe 
erosion problems. 


In many instances, the un- 


stable river required relocation 
of roads and homes, with loss 
of several hundred acres of 
rich farmland. 


The 
Corps 
of 
Engineers 


proposed channelizing the river 
so it would be about 300 feet 
wide and nine feet deep, thus 
stabilizing 
the 
banks 
and 


allowbg 
commercial 
barge 


traffic to continue up the river 
f r o m 
Sioux 
City 
to 


Yankton. 
House Lags 
The Senate last year ap- 


proved authorizing the project, 
as well as appropriating $7 
million for construction. But 
the House did neither, and 
S e n a t e - H o u s e conferees 
eliminated the items from the 
appropriation bill. 


The Nebraska Game Com- 


mission attacked the project on 
grounds it would wipe put or 
seriously deplete populations of 
at least 13 species of fish below 
Gavins Point Dam, eliminate 
the river's waterfowl habitat 
and interfere with scenery. 


The Game Commission also 


said the Corps' cost-benefit 
ratio of 1-to-l was an even 
trade off of public value for 
value 
largely 
accruing 
to 


private interests. 


Both DEC AND QEC at- 


tacked the project on en- 
vironmental grounds similar to 
the Game Commission's. 


DEC goes

erosion. 


Purchase of such land, as 


well as a strip within 100 yards 
of the river, DEC contends, 
would allow creation of scenic 
and recreation areas along the 
river.

cubic feet per second to cool 
the nuclear reactor. He said 
this amount was just about the 
entire flow of the Missouri 
River at its lowest point in 
the winter. 


"If the second plant is put 


in near the one now under 
construction, there will not be 
enough water to cool the 
reactors, unless cooling towers 
are installed," said Talcott. 


He said that without the 


cooling 
towers 
the 
water 


coming out of the plant would 
be 17.8 degrees warmer than 
when it entered. 


T a l c o t t also expressed 


concern about the number of 
trees

power lines by the Nebraska 
Public Power District. 


"These lines are being run 


from Brownville to several 
parts of the state and I would 
estimate 300,000 to 400,000 trees 
have been destroyed to make

Frangenberg said he 
and one of the other teachers, 
Linda Willard, originally from 
Albion, are already certified 
teachers Miss Willard expects 
to have a master's degree in 
English from UNL at the end 
of the summer. 


The other prospective teacher 


is Carol Aldrich, originally of 
Sigourney, Iowa. She was grad- 
uated in teaching from John F. 
Kennedy College in Wahoo and 
expects to complete her mas- 
ter's in special education at UN 
this summer. She is not yet cer- 
tified, Frangenberg said. 


Frangenberg has taught m 


three free schools in California, 
one of which he said was ?' 
years old. The other two were 
much newer, 
but growing 


rapidly. Before that he spent 
four years in the Navy. 
All Have Voice 
The nature of the free school 


will be determined by those in- 
volved, he said. The students, 
parents and teachers will all 
have a voice in how the school 
is run and in the curriculum 
to be studied. 


"We hope to m a k e it as 


humane and honest and happy 
as we can," Fangenberg said. 
"There is a need for an 
a l t e r n a t i v e 
to 
public 


education." 


Others in the community are 


willing to be involved in the 
school, he added. The school 
will rely on "outside" experts 
in various fields to supplement 
the areas of knowlege of the 
three teachers, he said. 


A 
microbiologist

geologist, both at UNL, have 
agreed to help set up science 
projects for students.

Fee To Be Set 
A tuition fee has not yet been 


established, but Frangenberg 
said he plans to reject no 
student because his parents 
cannot afford the fee, whatever 
it might be. 


"The activities that go on in 


the free school will be based 
on the wants and needs of 
those involved," he said. The 
school will also encourage 
y o u n g s t e r s to learn in- 
dependently, 
he 
indicated. 


"The less we encourage kids 
to depend upon us, the more 
they discover." 


Frangenberg suggested that 


daily attendance will not be 
important in the Lincoln Free 
School. 


The state official who will 


be in charge of checking on 
the school for accreditation 
expressed agreement with this 
p h i l o s o p h y . Gkn Shafer, 
director of accreditation and 
approval in the State Depart- 
ment 
of 
Education, 
said 


"Attendance 
doesn't

anything. It's what they learn 
that's important." 
Accreditation 
Shafer said if the free school

regulations for private schools, 
his division could make a 
recommendation

of Education. 


The Lincoln Free School can 


open this fall with a temporary 
or provisional status. Early in 
the fall, Shafer's division plans 
to visit 
and evaluate the 


school. If the division deter- 
mines that the free school is 
using accurate instruments for 
measuring certain skills the 
department expects students to 
learn, it may then recommerid 
accreditation. 


Right now the Lincoln Free • 


School is just barely off the 
ground. Frangenberg indicated 
he has two students and funds 
of less than $1,000. He wants 
30 students, but could start up 
wtih fewer, and $15,000 to 
$20,000. 


He plans to spend the rest 


of 
the summer recruiting 


students, funds and community 
support.

The fact the public is beginning to show more interest 


in 'the Lancaster county budget may help tighten up some 
budget-compiling procedures — some of which have ap- 
parently fallen by the wayside. 


Two things can be agreedi upon — there must be at least 


one public hearing on the county budget for 1971-72, and 
the public must have at least five days notice. 


But when is the hearing? 
One state law says the county board must hold the public 


hearing on the last Wednesday of July. Last year's public 
hearing was on the last Thursday — which might have sub- 
jected the budget to challenge if a taxpayer had looked 
closely. 


County Board Chairman Kenneth Bourne said a hearing 


date has not yet been set for this year, but that the com- 
missioners and County Clerk Carl Hartman were going to 
discuss the matter Monday. 


Outside of a taxpayer challenge, the point would seem 


to be minor, except that if a last Wednesday hearing is to 
be held, then notice must be given Friday. In order to give 
notice Friday, much of this week will have to be spent 
gathering additional budget material and figures. 


More Data Needed 


According to Bourne, the commissioners do not yet have 


all the material and figures for all the funds and anticipated 
revenue sources to compile a general budget and summary 
for 1971-72. According to state law, all that material was 
to be in the commissioners' hands — and on file for public 
inspection — by July 15. 


The commissioners have been receiving the budget in 


bits and pieces since July 1, and conducting hearings with 
department heads and county officials. One hearing is set 
for Tuesday with county officials. 


Having a complete copy of the budget on file on July 


15 could be an important factor for informing the public, 
.particularly since county officials in the past have been 
hesitant to draw up copies for the public. 
Public Interest Grows 


The only copy for public inspection would be on file in 


the county clerk's office. If five days notice is required before 
a Wednesday hearing — and notice is made in an evening 
-newspaper on Friday — then the public actually has only 
' two days to inspect the entire budget copy. 


County offices are closed Saturday and Sunday, and 


little time is left Friday between when the paper hits the 
porch and the county clerk closes his doors for the weekend. 


Until last year the public showed little interest in the 


- county budget, which takes about 11.5% of a Lincolnite's 
" tax dollar. As few as none and as many as eight would attendl 
the hearings, but last year some 35 persons showed up. In 


- copies of the budget drawn up at the last minute last year, 
; many of the columns marked "adopted" were already filled 
•in, indicating that minds had been made up before the 
hearing.

books. Some of these days, we're 
going to need it..." 


Before coming to Nebraska, 


Sigler, an Iowa native, served 
with the Federal Bureau of 
Prisons and was warden of the 
Louisiana 
State 
Prison 
at 


Angola. 


What he's learned during his 


many years in prison work, he 
admits, is that "prisons are 
not the answer." 


"Community - based correc- 


tions is what we talk about 
now in our business," he said 
recently after a trip to an 
American Correctional Assn. 
(ACA) meeting. 


As president-delegate of the 


powerful ACA, Sigler next year 
will ascend to one of the most 
i n f l u e n t i a l posts in the 
correctional field. 


When he started in 1939, the 


c o m m u n i t y concept was 
unheard of. 


"We had institutions. We had 


programs . . . There was a 
little parole . . . very little 
. . . and no probation. We 
didn't think about what's going 
to happen to the man when 
he goes out. 


"Now we know you can do 


things in prison, but the mam 
thing is to get the man (or 
woman) 
back 
out 
in 
the 


community m such a manner 
that he will stay there, because 


that's what the end result 
should be. 
Concepts 
Working towards this end, he 


said, are parole, probation, 
sheltered 
workshops, 
p r e - 


release centers, "this sort of 
thing. 


"We've been too slow in 


developing them. 


"An institution," explains the 


warden, "is not a cure-all. If 
there's any way that the court 
can use probation to keep a 
man on the streets and bring 
about his correction without 
placing him in an institution, 
that's the route to go." 


The Nebraska Division of 


Corrections plans soon to open 
prerelease centers in Lincoln 
and Omaha — hopefully with 
a federal grant. At prerelease 
centers, the men will live away 
from the institution, but with 
institutional supervision. They 
can get a job, gradually build 
self-confidence. 


Eventually, 
Sigler 
feels, 


married men should be given 
weekend furloughs home, and 
single men allowed dates or 
nights out.

Bad Features

warden is only too 


aware of the bad features of 
institutions. 


"One feature 
peculiar

more easily led people. This 
way, criminality is built rather 
than knocked out."

Regimentation 
takes 
away 


initiative, and we should be 
trying to develop initiative. 


—Institutions fall to develop 


good work habits. Because of 
security measures that must 
be taken, if you're doing six 
hours of work inside the walls, 
you're doing a lot of work. But 
working six hours a day is not 
the way most of us make our 
living. 
—Institutions foster homosexu- 
ality. Too often, some of the 
older more sophisticated peo- 
ple contribute to the lowering 
of morals of the younger peo- 
ple. 
—Incarceration causes fam- 
ilies to disintegrate. 


Prisons, however, are ob- 


viously here to stay, at least 
for awhile and for some har- 
dened 
offenders, they 
are 


necessary. So, if you have to 
have them, what should you 
stress? 
Both security and correction, 


Sigler emphasizes. 
Control 
Important, he said, are in- 


telligent 
personnel, 
careful 


classification, e d u c a t i o n ,

Still a fairly new man on the scene, University of 


Nebraska Vice Chancellor for Business Affairs Howard Neville 
is perceptive. He commented last week about hopes "the 
governor and the Budget Committee" would allow the NU 
Regents to maintain a discretionary fund in the future. Notice 
carefully: No mention of the Legislature. Maybe that isn't 
politic and won't ever happen again, but it certainly is 
realistic. 


First the governor gets an annual crack at calling fiscal 


(hence, policy; signals for the university, as well as all other 
state agencies It takes a two-thirds vote of the Legisature 
to overcome his recommendations. So he's always a force 
to reckon with 
Then the Budget Committee comes center 


stage 
Historically, with only a few exceptions, whatever 


the committee's majority proposes is routinely rubber-stamp- 
ed by the full Umcameral. 


There's always a formal period of explanation of com- 


mittee decisions and the opportunity for all senators to know 
more. But by that time, ALWAYS in the frantic closing days 
of a legislative session, most senators are more than willing 
to take the committee's word. The committee has labored 
a full session, delving into complex matters, after all. If 
it apepars the committee majority has come up with a budget 
not designed to overly disturb existing tax rates, Allah Be 
Praised, regardless of what the appropriations will—and will 
not—do. This year senators even stood and cheered the 
Budget Committee for its tight pencil work. 


So you get down to an appreciation the Budget Committee 


really is central, and that a simple majority of five essentially 
sets state public policy, as expressed in appropriation docum- 
ents. Consider, for a moment, how different the university's 
situation would be this fiscal year if a motion to add $1.2 
million to the governor's final recommendation for NU had 
not carried. The vote was 5-4. Had but one committee 
member either sat silent or switched . . . It is the com- 
bination of late-session timing, packing everything into an 
omnibus package, no built-in opposition and a system wnich 
depends heavily upon senatorial trust of other committees 
that gives the Budget Committee its great power. 


Generally, veteran Budget Committee members have an 


understanding they "can't screw things down too tight," 
even if so inclined. That might provoke a floor fight by 
dissidents, leading to a "breaking of the budget bill." Exactly 
such a thing happened to the 1969 capital construction ap- 
propriation measure.

Actually, only three more runs 
were scored and the l e a d 
never changed hands; but right 
down to the last out, the 
possibility that someone might 
get on and the next man might 
tie it 
up seemed 
to be 


realistic. 


And baseball is a game of 


anticipation: it's true ex- 
citment lies in the specator's 
(and player's) awareness of 
what might happen on- the next 
pitch, even more than in the 
physical action that results 
once the ball is pitched. 


Even outstanding pitching is 


exciting only against a back- 
drop of normally good hitting. 


People still talk about Carl 
Hubbell's successive strikeouts 
of Babe Ruth, Lou Gehrig, 
Jimmy Foxx, Al Simmons and 
Joe Cronin in an All Star game 
37 years ago, because their 
stature gave his feat meaning. 


Only four years ago, the All 


Star 
game 
produced 
30 


strikeouts and few fans could 
tell you now who pitched that 
day — because in 1967, the 
general futility of most hitters 
was being taken for gran- 
ted. 


Well, the unhappy fact is 


that the trend toward lower- 
scoring games — with less 
exciting actual action, and 
more deadening influence on 
the hopes of the trailing team 
— 
is 
continuing. 
Without 


rehashing the well-documented 
statistics, the pattern is: 


Until 1920, when a "dead" 


ball was in use and trick 


pitches (like the spitbali) were 
legal, baseball games averaged 
7 to 8 runs scored (by both 
teams). When Ruth's ascension 
led to the lively ball, the 
average soared to 9 to 10 runs 


, a game during the 1920's, and 
reached a peak of 11 runs a 
game in 1930. That ball was 
too lively, and was replaced, 
and through the rest of the 
1930's the norm settled to 9 
to 10 runs a game. 


Then 
came 
the 
gradual 


decline, by 1962, a "normal" 
game had 8.5 runs. In 1963, 
foolishly, the strike zone was 
enlarged, and offense plum- 
meted. By 1968, it was at the 
lowest point ever — less than 
seven runs. Finally recognizing 
the 
p r o b l e m , 
baseball 


authorities put the strike zone 
back 
where 
it 
belonged 


(although not all umpires have 
adjusted to it), and in 1969 and 


1970 the scoring went back to 
above 8 runs a game — back 
to the level of 1962. 


But this year it's down to 


about 7.8 for the first half of 
the season, and it won't change 
much. The accelerated drop 
caused by the strike zone 
mistake has been repaired, but 
the long-range decline has 
resumed. 


And the reasons have long 


been identified: pitchers and 
fielders can improve faster 
than hitters can with new 
instructional techniques and 
equipment. They have. The 
present use of relief pitchers, 
all by itself, makes hitting 
much tougher than it was in 
the golden era. 


The point that the baseball 


brass is still reluctant to 
confront is that this trend will 
not change without positive 
action to make it change. And 


if it doesn't change, the en- 
tertainment content of baseball 
will remain below what it used 
to 
be 
in 
the 
1920-1960 


period. 


Before one can decide what 


ought to be changed, one 
should explore what can be 
changed. 
Many suggestions 


have been made — three balls 
for a walk, flared foul lines, 
wild card pinch-hitters, bring- 
ing in fences, moving the 
mound back, and so forth. 
Some require a radical change 
in basic ways of playing the 
game; others would have only 
a marginal effect. 


Here are three suggestions 


for simple, but far-reaching, 
rule changes that would sub- 
stantially increase offense, all 
suitable for spring 
training 


experimentations: 


1. Take away the gloves ^- 


that is, cut them down to the

celebration at the palace near 
Rabat when the unsuccessful 
coup took place July 10. 


"We realized it was for real 


when a rifle bullet took a big

clubhouse and a grenade that 
was tossed over my head took 
a man's leg off," said Har- 
mon. 


"I was kicked 
unconscious 


seven or eight times," Harmon 
said, "and the guy lying next 
to me was shot. I had his blood 
all over me." 


Not only did the 55-year-old 


pro find himself mixed up in 
the coup, he had dinner the 
n i g h t 
before 
with Gen. 


Mohammed Medbonh, a leader 
of the attempted military take- 
over 
who was accidentally 


killed by his own men. 


"I and my two daughters 


had spent the entire evening 
with him," Harmon said of hfs 
d i n n e r 
engagement 
with 


Medbouh the night before the 
coup. Harmon's daughters, 11 
and 12, were at a hotel during 
the fighting and were not 
harmed. 


Harmon also said in an in- 


terview with the Westchester- 
Rockland Newspapers that he 
spoke

with 


Medbouh the following day, the 
last time five minutes before 
the coup began. 


"When I saw him directing

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South Coach Parish Placing Emphasis on Strong Defense

When somebody says, "All-star football game," the first 


thing that's likely to come to mind is, "wide open offense." 


The usual formula is to find the best possible passing 


quarterback, a host of sure-fingered receivers and start 
throwing. 


Coaches generally cite lack of practice time as the 


reason for following this line of attack. Pass protection 
blocking by the linemen is standard on most teams, whereas 
the blocking assignments for running plays takes longer 
to perfect. 


Thus it comes as somewhat of a surprise when Cozad 


High coach Ken Parish, who will direct the South team 
for the Shrine Bowl all-star game in Memorial Stadium 
on the University of Nebraska campus Aug. 21, says his 
first area of concern when choosing his 33-player squad 
was defense. 


Parish, an assistant coach of the South squad in 1969 


when the Rebels claimed a 14-6 triumph, admits that "we 
found ourselves short in supply of good defensive players 
and didn't want that to happen again. So, we started out 
this time by first picking some players for their specific 
defensive abilities."

all-star game rules to play a standard defense in the line," 
he points out. "You line up in a pre-announced five or 
six-man front and can't do any stunting. After studying 
the films of Wagner, we didn't find any center who could 
handle him effectively one-on-one."

Parish likes to talk about defense w i t h regard to his 


tackles, too. "Hebron's Mike Fangmeyer at 225 pounds is 
a good defensive player," he says, "and the two kids 
from Omaha Ryan (Bernie Krejci and George Mills) are 
both 215-^pounders, yet quick. They know how to move straight 
to the guy with the ball." 


Tight ends Scott Mclntosh of Bellevue and Millard's 


Brad Bryant also have Parish's desired 
requirements. 


"They're big, rough and fast," he says of the 225-pound 
Mclntosh and 197-pound Bryant. "They can play tight end 
on offense or, particularly in Mclntosh's case, go both 
ways and play defensive end real well." 


The end candidates for the South team include some 


of those needed pass catchers when the Rebels get the 
ball. "Oh, we didn't overlook that," Parish insists. "Bob 
Decker from Holdrege and Central City's Mike Heeney 
will make excellent split ends. They know how to run 
those pass patterns and have demonstrated the ability to 
catch the ball in a crowd." 


Centers 
Mike Wees of Omaha South and Lincoln: 


Southeast's Brad Egger were also selected for their ability 
to go both ways. Parish, who will be assisted by coaches 
Ted Mills of Hebron, Central City's Paul Wilson and Joe 
Ponsiego of Omaha Ryan, says that "I don't want to give 
the impression that it is already predetermined where each 
boy will play or what role he will have in our team 
effort. 


"Much will depend on their eagerness and the condition 


in which they report," he says. "Those who report ready 
to play will be the ones who play. It's wide open. And 
I think we're all ready and waiting to get started." 


The South team will report to the Doane College campus 


in Crete on Sun., Aug. 8, to open its two-week training camp.

All the decrease is in college 


rights, down $160,165 from last 
year, the magazine says. A

enough to offset the college 
decline. 


The magazine says: "Most 


opinion is that the business of 
football broadcasting is merely 
in slower-down step with the 
lagging economy. 


"Paradoxically, 
s e v e r a l 


stations indicated that while 
they were keeping a tighter 
rein on their cost outlays for 
football, the line of national 
spot and local sponsors is just 
as long as ever. 


"One source close to

other nonweekend times may 
have sated over-all appetite of 
fans for broadcast coverage," 
the magazine says. 


The magazine said there are

Joe Divis of Brewster, attorney for R S. Teaford of Purdum, 


owner of a feedlot on Long Pine Creek near Long Pine in north 
central Nebraska which recently was told by the State Water 
Pollution Control Board to "clean up or close up," was calm 
and gentle on the telephone. 


"I think you've been given a snow job," he said. "You wrote 


a story on my client being handed a cease and desist order 
by the Water Pollution Control Board, but you said that the 
waste deposited by the cattle in Long Pine Creek had hurt the 
trout fishing there. This just isn't true. 


"Actually, I've talked to fishermen there and they tell me 


that the fishing is better when the cattle are being fed (October 
to June) than it is when they aren't being fed." 


Divis said that the reason for this was that the cattle were 


fed silage, and that part of this got into the stream and that 
the trout ate it. 
'Trout Are Scavengers' 


"Trout are almost scavengers, anyway," he said 
"I've 


done a lot of trout fishing in my life, and I know they'll eat 
about anything. The best bait you can use is cheese or marsh- 
mallows. 


"Oh, they'll take a fly on occasion, but bait is what really 


catches the big ones," the Brewster attorney said 


He also pointed out that the order of the board wasi incorrect. 


It had stated that "70,000 cattle were fed there annually," but 
Divis said that this was in error. 


"Hell," he said. "If you put 70,000 cattle in there you would 


have them standing on top of one another-" 


The correct figure is 700. Some 200-700 cattle are fed there 


during the winter months, not 70,000 as the order had stated. 


"You 
really ought to read the transcript of the hearing 


to get the true picture," Divis said. "Most of the people who 
testified were as biased as they could be. I can tell you this 
-r the only man who testified that the creek was discolored 
lived more tiian 10 miles downstream from the Teaford 
feedlot" 


Divis did not agree that cattle caused the recorded amount 


of pollution in Long Pine Creek that the Water Pollution Control 
Board found there. 


Kids Are Polluters 


"The only real pollution in Long Pine Creek is caused by 


the people from Fremont and Omaha who bathe their kids m 
the Long Pine State Recreation Area portion of the creek," 
he said "They are like a herd of locusts. It's a poor place to 
swim, anyway." 


Divis said that the entire problem was a personality clash 


between his client, Teaford, and John Kurtz of Lincoln, who 
owns a private recreation area directly across the creek from 
the Teaford feedlot 


"There is an alternative to all this problem," Divis said 


on the phone. "It would be no trouble to get the ranchers in 
the area to close the entire country to trout fishing. But we 
would hate to do that, of course." 


Divis said that Teaford had lived all his life m the cattle 


country of the Sandhills, and that he most certainly was not 
insensitive to the likes of fishermen 


"Teaford is a fisherman himself," Divis said. "And he knows 


the problems of fishermen everywhere. He wouldn't operate 
a business that injured fishing."

Bait 
Debate 
Lingers 


Which method calls for the 


most skill — bait 
fishing 


(sometimes called still fishing) 
or 
artificial 
lure 
angling? 


Surprisingly, b a i t fishing 


requires more expertise and 
better knowledge of fish habits 
than does most 
forms of 


artificial lure fishing. In fact, 
many experienced anglers who 
have considerable success with 
artificials 
don't 
use 
bait 


because they can't catch fish 
with it! 


This is not strange when you 


consider the fact that bait — 
whether 
minnow, w o r m , 


crawfish, or insect — must ap- 
pear on the hook exactly as it 
would in natural settings, while 
artificial lures can look and act 
like anything imaginable. 


Also, fish take live bait 


because they're hungry, but 
they often strike artificial lures 
because they are 
agitated, 


aroused or somehow excited. 
And, like most animals, they'll 
do things under pressure which 
they wouldn't do normally. If 
you're not a bait fisherman 
why not give it a try, for quite 
often 't's the skilled "worm 
dunker" who makes the best 
catch. 


Natural baits are best used 


with a spinning rod, fly rod, or 
cane pole. The idea is to get the 
bait into the water as near the 
fish as possible with the least 
disturbance. 


Don't use much weight to 


sink the bait, as this restricts 
your lure's movement, making 
it appear unnatural. If you use 
a float, make it as small as 
possible to better signal action 
when a fish takes the bait. 


River fishermen like to drift 


bait with the current They'll 
l a u n c h a b o a t , f l o a t 
downstream letting the bait — 
usually live minnows or shad — 
drift into likely places. If they 
get a strike, and miss the fish, 
it's 
easy 
to 
motor back 


upstream and drift through the 
same area, alert this time for 
another hit. 


Minnows and crawfish should 


be allowed to move around But 
be sure to remove pincers from. 
crawfish, 
otherwise, they'll 


crawl under a rock where fish 
can't reach them 


Minnows should be hooked m 


the "collar" and allowed to 
stream out in the water, or 
several can be ganged on, one 
hook

We are *n the process of a 
series of camping "one night 
stands," setting up our tent- 
camper in areas easily ac- 
cessible from Lincoln, and in 
pursuit of this goal we motored 
out to Pawnee Lake Recreation 
Area near here last week, fully 
prepared to set up camp.

but not defeated.

time with the 
key to the 


camper 
firmly 
attached lo 


father's key ring 


Pawnee 
Lake 
has 
two 


camping areas—but don't turn 
in at the marked entrance to 
the recreation area—it is for 
boats and picnickers only In 
spite of the fact that no sign 
points the way, keep going 
right on past the marked en- 
trance, and a mile or two down 
the pike you will come to the 
first 
camping 
area 
It 
is 


marked with an appropriate 
sign, fortunately 


We turned in and checked 


it over, but found it to be 
either 
offering 
only bright 


sunlight or a sloping hill that 
was impossible for us to handle 
with our tent-camper. The hill 
was 
pretty, 
dappled 
with 


shade, and boasting spotlessly 
clean toilet facilities, but we 
passed up the opportunity to 
sleep with either feet or heads 
pointing downhill. 


The second camping area is 


even more difficult to find Go 
a mile north of the first spot, 
turn left for another mile, turn 
left once again for a mile and 
you are there. It is smaller 


than the first area, but flat, so 
we chose to set up camp there 
Unfortunately, 
we ran 
into 


some minor problems 


The shady central parfof the 


campgrounds 
was 
already 


taken by several families of 
migrant workers from Okla- 
homa who had brought their 
families with them m trailers 
while they labored in this area. 
They were no problem, other 
than the fact that they did oc- 
cupy the major part of the 
campgrounds 


We found a shady spot, all 


right, but it had the same 
amount of grass growing on 
it as your kitchen table. Our 
2%-year-old thought this was 
purely grand, but his mother 
did not. Particularly after she 
had scrubbed dust off Mm for 
the 40th time. 


Our main irritant was dogs 


It seemed that most of the 
Oklahoma folks owned a dog, 
and they had brought it along 
Then, a pickup camper moved 
into the area, complete with 
two more dogs . . . and the 
newcomers 
did not become 


-immediate 
buddies 
of 
the 


resident dogs. 


In fact, war ensued. It seems 


that neither group could read, 
as a sign at the entrance to 
the campground stated that 
pets must be kept oa leashes. 
These were not, and as dogs

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Gear for European Tour: Knapsack, Sleeping Bag, Thumb

The "sophisticated" way to see Europe these days 


is to: 


—Strap a knapsack on your back. 
—Carry a sleeping bag. 
—Hop from country to country by sticking out your 


thumb or cruising on a motorcycle. 


—Sleep in fields, $l-a-nightl hostels, on Rome's Spanish 


steps or in Munich's English gardens. 


—Have a fat roll of traveler's checks to be used 


sparingly. 


If you're about to abandon the old-fashioned way 


of seeing Europe and approach the experience like it 
was a Boy Scout camping expedition, here are the 
rules. 


They're based on our own travels covering a total 


of 13,000 miles through the "wilds" of Europe. 


Sturdy Knapsack 


First the knapsack. Make sure it's a sturdy, double- 


stitched one. Canvas will take the bumps better than 
nylon over a long trip. A metal back frame will help 
ease the load when it must be worn for a long walk 
or tossed on a bus or train luggage rack. 


In packing, remember to take half of what you 


think you need. This is a rule without' exceptions — 


whether you plan to be on the road two weeks or 
six months. 


Think about those extra socks and then hiking through 


the Mediterranean sun or a drooling northern plain with 
the pack on your back. 


There is no need for extra underwear or shirts 


or bottles of suntan oil. Europe is not too primitive 
to have developed the drugstore or too homey to have 
overlooked coin laundries and eight-hour laundries. 


For a Woman 


The down-to-earth knapsack load for a woman is: 


Two pairs of Levi's, one pair of good, over-the-ankle 
lace-up walking shoes to be worn day in and day out. 


Take two pairs of good wool socks, a warm cardigan 
sweater and two jerseys of different sleeve lengths. 


Add a skirt or a dress, a bathing suit if you're 


going where it's warm, and sandals or city shoes to 
get you through the fancy tunes. Figure on three changes 
of underwear, soap in a soap dish, toothbrush, tooth paste, 
deodorant, hairbrush, washcloth and towel, baby powder, 
shampoo, 
razor, 
if you'll 
need 
it, 
and 
diarrhea 


medicine. 


Consider carrying a few American paperbacks which 


are expensive in Europe^and that can be traded as you 
travel. 


For guys, the toilet articles are almost identical.

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Home EC Study Becomes Life's Work

"Home economics — what's that?" 


That was the reply Miss Margaret Fedde, a 


German major at the University of Nebraska, gave 
when a friend first suggested that she study home 
ec. 


Not only did Miss Fedde learn what home 


economics was, she devoted her life to it. 


Miss Fedde, professor emeritus of h o m e 


economics at NU, received her B.A. degree from 
there in 1914 and her M.A. from Columbia University 
in 1922. She joined the NU home ec staff in 1914, 
where she served as departmental chairman from 
1919 until 1950. 


Miss Fedde can name many examples of the 


vast educational and structural changes that the 
department underwent during her career. 


Under 
Miss Fedde's 
guidance, the home 


economics staff grew in number from three to 
25 at her retirement, and the number of students 
grew from about 50 to 600. 


Home economics wasn't even called home 


economics when Miss Fedde first began teaching 
— it was simply a small group of courses taught 
in the School of Agriculture. 


IVew Departments 


Miss Fedde was responsible for first introducing 


men into the home ec field at NU and under 
her guidance the department expanded from three 
to seven divisions which finally included food and 
nutrition, 
clothing and textiles, housing and 


equipment, family economics, family life (child 
development) and design and institution adminis- 
tration. 


She remembers that when she first approached 


the dean of the School of Agriculture about a 
course in child development, he asked, "Don't you 
think you ought to leave something for them to 
learn after they're married?" 


And although initially there was some opposition 


to beginning the coarse, "at the end of the f i r s t 
year of the program, the dean told us it was 
the best thing we were doing hi the whole school," 
Miss Fedde proudly recalls. 


According to Miss Fedde, NU was one of the 


first universities in the country to perform home 
economics research. 


The earliest research was done in home 


management, especially rural home management, 
she said. 


"The first projects were concerned with things1 


like how far people had to carry water from the 
well to house," Miss Fedde said. "Our studies 
were concerned with what we could do to improve 
the life of the rural Nebraskan." 


31 Years 


But after 31 years of service to the University, 


Miss Fedde didn't even pause for a time out at 
her retirement. For the next 10 years, Miss Fedde 
shared her knowledge of food and nutrition with 
foreign countries. 


She first went to Wiesbaden, Germany, where 


as a consultant for the USDA, she helped with 
post-war rehabilitation in rural Germany. During 
her year there, she also helped open four centers

for training girls to teach families how to plan 
low 
cost 
meals that 
met 
minimum dietary 


standards. 


She then went to Beirut, Lebanon, where she 


taught at the College for Women and assisted in 
the planning and building of a new home economics 
building. 


From Lebanon, Miss, Fedde traveled to Cairo, 


Egypt, to build a four-year home economics 
curriculum at the American College for Girls. 


She took a long awaited around-the-world trip 


with a friend that ended in Japan where she became 
acting head of the Kobe College home economics 
department, helping to rebuild that department, 
which had not been functioning since World War 
n. 


After returning to the United States, she under- 


took another post-retirement job. As coordinator of 
the University of Tennessee's Indian program she 
worked with eight colleges in India setting up 
a program requested by the All India Home Science 
Assn. 


Awards 


Several of the awards she has received reflect 


her many accomplishments. In 1966, she received 
the NU Alumni Assn. award for distinguished 
service. She was given an American Home 
Economies Assn. 50 year membership award and 
in addition was named outstanding alumna by the 
NU Home Economics Alumna Assn. this year. 


Even after 10 years of foreign service, Miss 


Fedde's retirement activities didn't slow then: pace. 
She made several trips abroad, including a trip 
to the USSR in 1959, an African safari hi 1962, 
a trip to Hawaii, Japan, Bangkok and the Philippines 
in 1965 and one to Spain and Portugal in 1968. 


Miss Fedde still enjoys traveling, although on 


a smaller scale now, and she is involved in church 
activities. She participates in many social events 
at Gateway Manor, where she now makes, her 
home.

The excerpt, as a preface indicates, concerns 


the portrayal of blacks in movies in the early 
days of Hollywood. The author points out that 
black roles were played both on stage and hi 
films by white characters in blackface. 


The article continued: 
"Not all movies came from Hollywood), however, 


and during the first decades of this century a 
few films were produced in places as various as 
the streets of Harlem and the hills of Nebraska, 
which not only used black actors exclusively 
(including Charles Gilpin and Paul Robeson) but 
more important presented black life and character 
with sympathy and respect. 


"The best of these films! were made by blacks 


and all of them were made for the disparate 
audience which patronized the almost 500 "colored" 
theaters ... in the northern ghettos and in cities 
and small towns throughout the South. 


"One of the first companies producing "Negro- 


cast" films was the Lincoln Motion Picture 
Company, incorporated in Nebraska in 1916 by black 
postal clerk George P. Johnson to capitalize on 
the skills and popularity of his brother, Noble, 
who since 1915 had been playing supporting roles 
in Hollywood pictures. 


"Typical of the Lincoln productions was Trooper 


of Troop K (1916), a western featuring Noble 
Johnson as one of the brave black soldiers of 
the 10th Cavalry. Like many of the independent 
companies in years to come, Lincoln went bankrupt, 
but while it lasted it produced films in. which 
for the first time on the American screen black 
actors played parts of heroic or at least human 
dimensions."

laymen and theologians alike, 
the most critical religious 
problem today is not the crisis 
of the institutional church, the 
f i n a n c i a l 
difficulties of 


congregations, of the identity 
problems of cleric and minister 
— it is the old fashioned 
problem of belief in God. 


It is no new problem. The 


figure of the village atheist is 
as old as our literature but 
since Nietzsche's proclamation 
at the end of the 19th Century 
that "God is Dead" it has 
taken on new dimensions. 


Until the 1960s, however, the 


p r o b l e m of belief 
was 


primarily one that existed 
outside the church. The church 
and its theologians were still 
the dividing line between the 
b e l i e v e r s and the un- 
believers. 


Then in the 1960s — with 


the "death of God" theologians 
— the crisis of belief hit the 
'churches. Theologians began to 
argue 
for 
a 
"gospel of 


Christian atheism" or that we 
had to shelve any reference 
to "God." 


As a result, there is what 


Louis Cassels calls "a built-in, 
l a r g e l y unconscious bias 
a g a i n s t belief" 
in con- 


temporary culture. 


Cassels, a senior editor of 


United Press International and 
author of several books on 
religion, surveys the current 
crisis of belief hi a new book, 
"The 
Reality 
of 
God" 


(Doubleday). 


"Disbelief 
is 
widespread 


t o d a y , not because the 
evidence for God has been 
weighed and found1 wanting, 
but rather because all of us 
have 
been 
conditioned by 


contemporary culture to reject 
uncritically the whole idea of 
a 
reality 
transcending the 


natural

objects and forces," Cassels 
writes. 


The book, written for those 


Cassels 
calls

atheists," finds these causes in 
contemporary c u l t u r e for 
w i d e s p r e a d unbelief; the 
scientific fallacy; the Freudian 
misconception;

Perhaps the most Important 


factor hi working to undermine 
belief has been the scientific 
fallacy, says Cassels. "Every 
age has its superstitions, and 
ours is the notion that science 
is

infallible 
and all- 


sufficient guide to truth."

refute this idea. Cassels notes. 
It is the scientific laymen who 
have created the superstitious 
aura which surrounds science. 


"Despite 
these 
warnings 


from great scientists," Cassels 
says, 
"large 
numbers

laymen cling to the idea that 
nothing can be real unless it 
can be detected, measured and 
analyzed 
by 
methods 
of 


physical science. 


"And since God is not an 


object, not a physical entity 
that can be subjected to 
s c i e n t i f i c analysis, this 
superstition serves as a mental 
block to belief In God."

naive view 
of science, io 


Cassels' view, is contemporary 
man's loss of his capacity to 
wonder. 


"In our uncritical adulation 


of science and our preoc- 
cupation with secular concerns, 
we have drifted into the habit 
of thinking that we live in an 
open-book 
universe 
where 


everything that happens can be 
explained in mural terms,' 
according to Cassels. 


But, he points out, "this is 


not such a universe." 


"From birth to death, we are 


surrounded by marvels — not 
least the shocking fact of our 
own existence — which should 
keep us in a state of conntinual 
awe," he writes.

Heat Transferal Is Key 
To Abundant, Clean Power 


President Nixon's energy message to 


Congress on June 4 contained something 
for everyone and, predictably, irritated as 
many people and industries as it placated. 
His message, which he said was "the 
first comprehensive energy statement by 
a president," was derived from recom- 
mendations of the energy committee of 
the Domestic Council of the White House, 
none of whose conclusions have been made 
public directly. 


Environmentalists were pleased to hear 


President Nixon's concern for maintaining 
a clean environment and to see included 
in his recommendations $26 million for 
fiscal year 1972 (an increase of $14 million) 
to develop technology required for remov- 
ing sulfur from the gases released from 
burning coal and oil. 


Included in the message also, were 


proposals to accelerate oil and gas leasing 
on the continental shelf and to develop 


In addition to funding for the breeder 


reactor program, President Nixon asked 
Congress to continue controlled 
fusion 


research at a slightly accelerated pace. 
S. David Freeman, the White House energy 
advisor, has called the fusion program the 
real promise of an energy source for the 
21st century and it comes as close to 
an ideal energy source 
as any yet 


conceived. 


In the fusion process, jight elements 


like deuterium and tritium (both isotopes 
of hydrogen) are combined into heavier 
ones, releasing fantastic amounts of energy. 
Fusion is thus almost the opposite of the 
fission process which current nuclear power 
plants are using. Instead of taking heavy 
elements like uranium and splitting them, 
a light gas is heated to such a high 
temperature that it forms a plasma — 
an electrified form of the gas — which 
is then contained within a strong magnetic

a program to lease the federal oil shale 
lands. Since both of these measures have 
been bitterly opposed by environmental 
groups, Nixon has been denounced as sell- 
ing short the environment for a temporary 
solution to our energy needs. 


The heart of the message, however, 


is a long-term plan which promises to 
achieve the goal of abundant and relatively 
clean power that environmentalists, i n- 
dustry, and all of us wish to see ac- 
complished. President Nixon recommended 
to Congress that funding for the nuclear 
reactor programs be increased and main- 
tained at a high level until commercial 
plants can be built. 


As anticipated, top priority was given 


the Atomic Energy Commission's (AEC) 
program to build a fast breeder reactor. 
The government has spent over $600 million 
on breeder reactor development since 1949, 
but AEC spokesmen believe a workable 
reactor will cost upwards of $8 billion andl 
that 1980-1990 is a realistic goal for one 
or two operating plants. Glenn S e a b o r g, 
AEC chairman, has stated that most of 
the cost of tne commercial breeder reactors 
must come from industry — $6 billion of 
the ?8 billion anticipated cost.

Laboratories in Russia, Great Britain 


and six of our own institutions have already 
developed ways to control the plasma and 
hold it for short periods of time, but no 
one has yet achieved a pure fusion reaction. 
Seaborg optimistically says we'll be able 
to demonstrate its scientific feasibility by 
the end of the decade and that the 
achievement of a pure fusion reaction is 
equivalent to the demonstration by Enrico 
Fermi 29 years ago of a fission chain 
reaction. 


But even when the reaction is achieved 


and the plasma can be confined long 
enough to draw off thermonuclear energy, 
there remains the problem of converting 
the energy to useful power. Major barriers 
involve the transfer of enormous heats — 
30 million degrees or more, radiation 
damage to materials, problems of handling 
neutrons. 


Nearly everyone in the power industry 


thinks the problems should be explored. 
Fusion power may turn the wheels in 
2071. 


Tomato's Curling Natural 


By EMERY W. NELSON 
County Extension Agent 
Most likely you need not wor- 


ry about curled leaves on to- 
mato plants. This is more or 
less the natural thing for some 
varieties to do. The leaves 
roll upward, probably because 
of heat or another climatic 
condition. 


Of course, there are other 


things that cause tomato leaves 
to curl. Sometimes a virus 
called curly leaf will attack 
the plants. The virus causes 
the leaves to roll tightly and the 
plant's growth is stunted. Vi- 
rus-infected plants should be 
destroyed to protect healthy 
tomatoes.

The 
growth caused by herbicide is 
grotesque and mishapes the 
leaves.

Nebraska is often thought of 


as 
being predominantly 
a 


treeless prairie. This is not 
true. 


Last year this state produced 


45 million board feet of lumber 
and wood products. 


This new and fast growing 


endeavor not only produced 
money for this state's farmers 
and ranchers, but also jobs 
for residents of some small 
towns. 


Moreover, an analysis of this 


annual wood harvest indicates 
that a wide range of trees is 
now becoming s a l a b l e : 
Cottonwood (25 million board 
ft.), Ash (5 million board ft.), 
Hackberry (5 million board 
ft.), Elm (3 million board ft.), 
Walnut (1.5 million board ft.), 
Bur Oak (1.5 million board ft.).

Those farmers who live in 


any of the 27 eastern Nebraska 
counties where black walnut 
"can foe readily grown should 
take a second look at any idle, 
unproductive acres they may 
have. Not too long ago an 
Indian farmer r e c e i v e d 
$12,000 for a single, large, well- 
cared for walnut tree. 
. With patience, care and re- 
asonable luck, a relatively 
small walnut grove can even- 
tually become more valuable 
than the entire farm on which 
it is developed. 


Ironically, now that Ameri- 


can elms are being killed by 
Dutch elm disease, their wood 
is suddenly becoming quite 
popular for furniture. 


In fact, if the present trend 


continues, elm furniture may 
become as valuable as some 
of the other kinds. 


Nebraska ash, maple and 


hackberry are also beginning 
to appear in some of the 
nation's furniture stores.

Tarr Backs Nebraska 21-Doctor July Draft Call 


"We have them every year," 


says 
Allen Boettcher, Lan- 


caster county extension agent. 
And while this is not a par- 
ticularly good or bad year for 
the growth of the ubiquitous 
bagworm, some yards may be 
suffering heavily under the 
onslaught of the insect. 


Bagworms are nature's own 


defoliate, stripping and killing 
the trees they live on if un- 
checked. While the textbooks 
say these moth larvae in 
protectively camouflaged bags 
will 
thrive 
on 
any 
tree, 


Boettcher says in this locality 
they are especially fond of 
c e d a r - t y p e 
or 
pfitzer 


evergreens and are only oc- 
casionally 
found 
on 
other 


trees. 


Bagworms are nearly im- 


possible to spot early in the 
season — around here they 
hatch early in June — but by 
the time they get their spindle- 
shaped bag spun the observant 
arborist can spot them on close 
examination. Hidden and green 
at first, the bags become 
brown as the foliage spun into 
them dies. 


Boettcher says for Lincoln 


it's "too late to do the easy 
things" for control of the 
herbicidal insect. In the period 
immediately 
after 
hatching, 


the larvae can be killed with 


Bagworm 


Diazinon spray even after the 
bag is begun. But late in the 
season, the bag is so thick that 
insecticides will not penetrate. 


F o r t u n a t e l y , since the 


bagworm is virtually immune 
to bird predators of its cocoon, 
even in mid-July there is an 
effective method for combating 
the 
pest. 
Experts 
advise 


bagworms may be eradicated 
simply by picking the bags 
from the affected tree and 
burning them. The mature 
female never leaves the bag 
she spins herself into and so 
bagworm eggs are contained 
in the raggedy pouch. It is 
important to burn the cocoons 
since mere removal would 
allow for the hatching of the 
larvae and some might be able 
to reach an accommodating 
tree. 


Nebraska's July draft call of 


21 physicians

It was 1.4% for the 
current call and down to .7% 
on two occasions. 
3 Were Deferred 
The military selection chief 


also referred to the fact that 
three of the original 21 doctors 
in Nebraska called up, ac- 
cording to age and availability, 
were deferred by local boards 
on the basis of advice from 
the State Medical Advisory 
Committee. One of these is in 
graduate work in Missouri, 


another in California and one 
in Nebraska (the last has opted 
to accept a naval aerospace 
medicine assignment). 


Tarr's documents also show 


that Nebraska had 130 of the 
nation's 9,524 physicians in

status, including 


interns examined and qualified 
and not examined.

Buffalo Bill himself always led the grand entry. 
Dressed in white fringed buckskins, white sombrero and 


beaded gloves made by devoted Indian squaws, he usually entered 
the show ring on a white horse. 


The grand entry included cowboys and cowgirls, a mounted 


cowboy band, high-spirited horses, and Spanish, French and 
Arab horsemen in the colorful garb of their native lands. 


The show that followed included rodeo acts, a buffalo hunt, 


a stagecoach attack by Indians — saved by cavalrymen — 
shooting feats and Indian dances. 


'Striking Figure' 


Nellie Snyder Yost of North Platte saw a Buffalo Bill Wild 


West show there in 1911. She was six years old. 


"Buffalo Bill was all I can remember about the show," Mrs. 


Yost said. "He was such a striking figure." 


"That day, he scooped up a drink of water in his white hat 


for his horse, and after the horse finished, Buffalo Bill took a 
drink himself. I'll never forget that," Mrs. Yost said. 


A former Pony Express rider, buffalo hunter and Indian 


scout, Bill Cody brought to the show ring the authenticity of 
Western American entertainment. 


Reproduction of Buffalo Bill WUd West show poster is apropos as show's 


revival neais, Original poster is in Circus Museum in Baraboo, Wis. 


His first show was in Omaha on May 19, 1883, before 


8,000 people. The local press described the affair as "picturesque 
and well gotten up." 


He decided to go professional after the success of an "Old 


Glory Blow-out" in North Platte on July 4, 1882. The interest 
in that locally produced event convince! Cody that the public 
was anxious to see the re-enactment of the high excitement 
moments of the Old West. 


They are going to do it again. 


A revival of Buffalo Bill's Wild West and Congress of Rough 


Riders of the World is scheduled to open in North Platte July 31 
and will run through Aug. 29. 


After a month-long premiere in Nebraska the show will de- 


part for a tour of the Southwest and Far West. 


Montie Montana, a veteran western showman, will produce 


the re-creation attempt. 


3-Part Show 


Montana said the show will be divided into three parts, tuned 


to run two hours and 15 minutes with a 15 minute intermission. 


The opening will show the Indians as they lived on the plains 


in tepees and among buffalo. It will be followed by the coming 
of the frontiersmen, the smoking of the peace pipe, and the sub- 
sequent encroachments by the white man and the outbreak 
of violence. 


The Indians win do a war dance, break camp and leave the 


arena. Thereafter, Conestoga wagons drawn by mule, oxen and 
horses will enter. The wagons will circle and the pioneers will 
do a square dance, but (hen the Indians will attack. A cavalry 
bugle will blow, the mounted troopers will ride in, dismount, 
and fight amidst the wagons. The difference will be the wheel- 
mounted gatling gun used by the cavalry. 


A center spotlight will fall on a cavalry sergeant and an 


Indian brave, both mortally wounded, and a bugle will play taps. 


The second part will show life on the plains, including a re- 


enactment of the first wild bronco riding contest in 1869 and the 
hide race in which contestants jump on cow hides pulled at the 
end of 40-foot long ropes by mounted horsemen. 


A race between an old chuckwagon and a cavalry ammuni- 


tion wagon will be staged, and the Blue and Grey will have an 
artillery contest. A stagecoach will be held up, but before the

Super Sales Job 
However, just because its two 


new 
Saturday 
night 
series 


appear 
eminently 
disposable 


doesn't 
mean that NBC 's 


ignoring The Partners and The 
Good Life. NBC is doing a 
network super-hard sell on those 
two distinctly minor sitcoms. 


For instance, of 19 events or 


interviews recently scheduled 
for TV critics who visited Los 
Angeles to learn about the 
dozen or so new NBC fall series, 
five of them concerned these 
two shows.

Red Cloud — The Nebraska 


scene might have come from 
Tom Sawyer — 
two boys 


frolicking beneath the high 
span of a Republican River 
bridge. A man sitting on a 
carnp stool contemplating a 
smudgy campfire. Two horses 
browsing in the tall grass 
nearby. The sound of muddy 
water 
lapping against 
the 


shore, punctuated by boyish 
yells and an occasional rumble 
as some vehicle crosses the 
bridge. 


But this scene was not taken 


from "Life on the Mississippi" 
or 
even 
''Life 
o»- 
the 


Republican.7' It was "rest on 
the trail" for a trio of ad- 
venturers from Brazil, Ind., a 
small town near Terre Haute. 
They were camped near Red 
Cloud enroute to Cheyenne, 
Wyoming. 
Pleasure Riders 
The two boys, Scott Anderson 


and Carl Lee Yockey. and Carl 
Parkey, their adult sponsor, 
share 
a love of horseback 


riding and a taste for ad- 
venture. Five members of their 
local Pleasure Riders Horse 
Club began planning this trail 
ride last Christmas. 


The riders left Brazil June 


13, with four horses, a pickup 
camper 
and 
a 
four-horse 


trailer. When two dropped out 
because of illness, the three 
continued. Carl returned to 
Brazil and brought back the 
t w o - h o r s e 
rig they are 


using. 


Scott, 
on 
an 
Appaloosa 


gelding called Bout Time, and 
Carl Lee on a part-Appaloosa 
gelding, Phantom, have ridden 
through Indiana, Missouri aid 
Kansas on U.S. 36, then into 
Nebraska via U.S. 281. 


On July 10 and 
11 they 


camped on the Republican 
near Red Cloud They plan to 
take U.S. 136 through Nebraska 
into Wyoming. 


"A beautiful trip," sa.d Carl 


Parkey. "People have been so 
friendly. One man guided us 100 
miles through Missouri with 
directions for campsites and 
watering places The highway 
patrol helps too and sends 
word ahead to their buddies 
to look out for us." 


"A good way to stay out of 


trouble," said Scott Anderson. 
' ' S o m e t h i n g I'll never 
forget." 
Conditioning 
Both Scott and Carl Lee are 


as lean and hard as their 
horses but Carl Parkey said 
it took a while to condition 


both boys and animals. "The 
first few days were pretty hard 
on them," he said. 


Now they easily average 30 


miles a day before camping 
for the evening in a state rest 
area or pasture. 


Parkey, a physical education 


and science teacher during the 
winter, scouts ahead with the 
camper and trailer for the 
evening's campsite. He also 
hauls the horses through such 
city areas as Decatur, 111., and 
St. Joseph, Mo. He hauled the 
horses across the bridges over 
the Mississippi and Missouri 
r i v e r s 
to 
avoid 
traffic 


snarls. 


The camper carries extra 


clothing and 
supplies. 
The 


trailer carries tack and extra 
feed for the horses. They buy 
feed as they go. 


Scott and Carl shod 
the 


horses with specially hardened 
shoes before the trip They 
carry equipment for reshoeing 
but the original shoes are still 
good. 


Carl doubles as mess cook, 


warming canned stuffs 
and 


brewing 
coffee 
when 
they 


camp for the night. During the 
periodic two-day stops, he boils 
soup or stew. He also puppy- 
sits with "Cheyenne," a stray 
mongrel puppy that folio sed 
the boys from a rest stop.

Parkey said 
wistfully 
he 


would prefer to ride with the 
boys. They have a better view 
and he likes to ride horseback. 
But someone had to drive the 
pickup and trailer to haul the 
boys back from Cheyenne. He

write.

riding. Two days after tney 
return from Cheyenne, Carl 
and the boys plan to start for 
Corydon, Ind., and another 100 
miles of trail riding There's 
no doubt they will be the best 
conditioned horses and riders 
in the group. 


Maverick Sutton Garbled Railroad Station Alphabet

The history 
of Burlington 


railroad building west of Lin- 
coln includes the stopy of a 
maverick town: Sutton. It had 
no business being where it was, 
spang in the middle of an 
alphabet that became garbled. 


In 1868, construction of the 


Burlington and Missouri west 
from 
P l a t t s m o u t h was 


authorized. The rails reached 
Lincoln July 26, 1870, Crete a 
year later and Sutton Aug. 24. 
1871, 
leaving the last-named 


gloating over a twisting path of 
steel pointing west and a private 
townsite company. 


Then trouble began Two men 


from Crete, J R Maltby and 
Wm. A. Way. jumped the J. C. 
Vroman claim to a quarter-sec- 
tion of Button's land in June, 
1871. Carrying their case to the 
courts, they succeeded in having 


the claim canceled and its title 
issued 
in their 
names. 
In 


February. 1873, they opened the 
First Addition to Sutton. 


Meanwhile, my grandfather, 


Dr. 
M. V. Clark, and 
his 


brother, I N , bought the unsold 
portion of the townsite from 
Luther French on Nov 1, 1871. 
French's 
quarter-section 
ad- 


joined the Vroman ciaim. 


Earlier, the B & M had in- 


duced French to sign a contract 
deeding it right-of-way for con- 
sideration as a depot 
site. 


French, however, neglected to 
record the deed, making it in- 
valid. The railroad then refused 
to build a station at Sutton or 
recognize the town. 


The only tangible evidence of 


Sutton's existence was a freight 
car, on one end of which had 
been nailed a bleached buffalo 
skull with the 
number 124 


painted on it. 


The alphabet system of names on the Burlington west of Crete was eventu- 
ally to have a maverick name not only at Su<ton, but also at the communities 


of Friend and Saronville as well as the city of Hastings. 


In 1872 the Clark brothers built separate busi- 
nesses in Sutton. The Clark House opened as a 


hotel Jan. 1, 1873. 


Among the most active land 


outfits was the Eastern Land 
Co., of which Thomas Doane 
was a founder. In the early 
1870s, it bought land in and 
around all main-line 
towns, 


especially the s o - c a l l e d 
alphabetical stations west of 
Lincoln. Since their names were 
predominantly of New England 
irigin, it is probable t h a t 
Doane named 
them: 
Crete, 


Dorchester, Exeter, Fairmont, 
Grafton, Inland, J u n i a t a , 
Kenesaw 
and 
Lowell. 
The 


maverick, Sutton, spoiled the 
alphabetical succession. Its land 
was in private hands. 


Sutton almost died in those 


years. A war between the Burl- 
ington and the town erupted, one 
which old-timers would 
say 


never ended. 


In the middle of DeceTnber, 


1871, the Burlington moved the 
Sutton station to Grafton, a 


new town it had laid out four 
and a half miles to the east. 
Consisting of four houses, Graf- 
ton was to be halfway between 
Fairmont and Harvard. The 
railroad's 
claim that Sutton 


tolerated saloons — seven, to be 
exact, made up "Whiskey Row" 
— and the jumped Vroman 
claim were sufficient reasons to 
discard Sutton as a station the 
Burlington said. 


The year 1872 was one of 


negotiations involving the B & 
M, the Clarks, Maltby and Wav. 
The citizens finally offered the 
railroad half of the unsold por- 
tions of Sutton. It wasn't enough. 
More negotiations in Crete and a 
trip to Burlington headquarters 
in Boston by J. R. Maltby at his 
own expense also failed to 
resolve the matter. 


In December, 1872, the only 


store in Grafton decided to move 
to Sutton. A lot was donated by 
the Clark brothers, and Sutton 


men and teams moved the store 
and its merchandise free of 
charge. 
One helper, 
G. W. 


Bemis, a lawyer, penned a 
poem, entitled "Grafton to Sut- 
ton," which The Daily State 
Journal published. (This was the 
newspaper, Dr. 
Clark 
said, 


which stood by Sutton in its dark 
days). 


The poem's 
second 
verse 


stated: 


"How the B & M Engines shriek, 


whistle and squall, 


"And send forth the order that 


Sutton must fall; 


"How they thunder and mutter 


and groan night and day 


"With the city of Grafton only 


three miles away." 


The poem told of the removal, 


mile by mile, ending with: 


"And the shout that went up 


at the end of the fray 


"Said, 'the city of Grafton is 


in Sutton today.' " 


Grafton 
was later 
re-

A special coin-medal, issued 


this month by Franklin Mint of 
Philadelphia, 
commemorates 


the 50th anniversary of the In- 
ter-Tribal Indian Ceremonial at 
Gallup, N.M., the nation's old- 
est, largest, 
and best-known 


American Indian exposition. 


Founded in 1922 by a handful 


of citizens in this then-isolated 
village nestled near the Navajo 
and Zuni reservations of western 
New Mexico, the unique non- 
profit Ceremonial Association 
will complete a half-century of 
existence with its 1971 exposi- 
tion Aug. 12-15. 


The coin, to be issued in 


serially numbered sterling silver 
and bronz, carries a combina- 
tion of the Ceremonial insignia 
and special 50th anniversary art 
on its face and on the reverse a 
view of Gallup's red rocks, a 
portion of which has been chosen 
for a new Ceremonial site. 


The 50th anniversary year is 


made more significant 
as it 


marks the final exposition to be 
held on the grounds where it 
originated. The area has been 
taken by title highway depart- 
ment as part of the urban rout- 
ing of Interstate 40 to be-built 
through Gallup next year. 


The ceremonial, the nation's 
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only broadly-based Indian event, 
has presented thousands of In- 
dian performers from tribes in 
the United States, Canada, and 
Mexico, and last year welcomed 
its millionth visitor.

three years," Richie Furay 
says. He's talking about Ms 
group, Poco, and they have, 
after three years of looking for 
the right musicians and for 
their musical ease, found home 
at last. 


Poco's new album is From the 


Inside, released by Epic, and 
Poco fans are 
apt to be 


surprised and delighted at the 
relaxed, more integrated sound 
that the group reflects. 


Preferred Solo 
"For some reasos we were 


insecure with our music before, 
maybe 
because we weren't 


accepted on a large scale at 
first, but maybe that's for the 
better," says Richie, comparing 
to the days when he was part 
of the Buffalo Springfield- About 
the Springfield he says, "Those 
were two of the best years of 
my life, and I wouldn't trade 
that experience for anything 


But we were told from the very 
first day we performed that we 
were going to be the biggest 
thing that ever happened. And 
we believed it." 


Members of the group have 


since gone in several other 
musical 
amalgams: 
Dewey 


Martin has his new Buffalo, 
Steve Stills went with David 
Crosby (who left the Byrds) and 
Graham Nash (who left the 
Hollies), and Neil Young went 
out on his own. 


"I don't think that Neil ever 


wanted to be in a group. He 
always wanted to play solo, but 
it was tough Crosby, Stills and 
Nash gave him the support for 
his solo career." 


Richie and Jim Messina left 


the Springfield to start their 
own band, originally 
called 


Pogo. They were immediately 
labeled 
"country-rock" 
and 


appeared around the same time 
as Dillard and Clark and the 
Flying Burrito Brothers, all of 
which led to much speculation 
on the new trend to country 
rock.

established eight miles east of 
Sutton. 


B y n o w , d e s p e r a t e 


businessmen were shipping their 
goods over the St. Joe & Denver. 
Its closest station was at Edgar, 
18 miles away, so supplies were 
teamed to Sutton. Armed with 
freight receipts, Sutton men 
again went to Crete 


In May, 1873, the combatants 


finally agreed. The Clarks were 
to deed their wooded area on 
School Creek — where the 
Omahas camped twice a year — 
to the town for a park. The two 
Clark women, 
r e l u c t a n t 


pioneers, refused to sign the 
deed, but a strong man's tears 
— Dr. Clark's — melted then- 
hearts and the deal was com- 
pleted. All contributors were 
paid $5 per acre in order to 
perfect titles. 


In the fall of 1873, a depot was 


built at Sutton. Citizens were 
grateful for it and the park, but 
somehow the depot was never in 
line for repairs. 


In 1886, Sutton found itself on 


a branch line, the Kansas City & 
Omaha. Construction began in 
1886 and was completed in 1887, 
with trains running from Alma, 
Fairfield and Clay Center to 
McCool Junction, York and 
Stromsburg. 


Sutton got its second depot. 


The KC&Os deed to the Burl- 
lington was recorded Feb. 15, 


1908, but old-time railroaders 
say that about 12 families were 
moved from Fairfield to Sutton 
in 1901. 


The KC&O had been in trouble 


almost from the beginning, ft 
went into receivership in 1893 
and was sold to its creditors in 
1896. After that, no effort was 
made to maintain its corporate 
existence. 


The Burlington now had to 


connect its main line with the 
route to York. The new right-of- 
way followed the creek, which 
divided south Sutton from north 
Sutton. The B u r l i n g t o n , 
however, had already created a 
dividing line, exactly in the 
middle 
of 
town, 
with 
its 


tracks. 


Suttonites objected to a spur 


track down the middle of a 
street flanked by rows of houses, 
so the Burlington built its con- 
necting line at night. 


The KC&O was 
gradually 


abandoned, and Sutton was left 
once 
again 
with 
only 
one 


railroad and one depot. Sut- 
tonites stuck to the place they 
had chosen to build a town. 
Unlike citizens of many other 
Nebraska towns, they never 
once changed its name. 


It was too late anyway. The 


maverick 
had 
garbled 
the 


alphabet and chose to let it re- 
main so. 


Main Avenue of late 1870's later became Saun- 


ders Avenue, Button's main thoroughfare. 


Poco lost bass player Randy 


Meisner only six months after 
they formed. He was replaced 
by Tim Schmit, who left the 
t h e n 
floundering 
Redwing. 


Messina left early this year to 
produce 
records 
and 
was 


replaced 
by 
Paul 
Cotton, 


drifting around after the demise 
of the Illinois Speed Press. 


Three Writers 
With the addition of Schmit 


and Cotton there are now three 
writers in the group (the fifth 
member of Poco is drummer 
George Grantham). 


"I'm glad that Tim and Paul 


are writing. Up to now I've 
written most of the material. 
It's been a pressure on me," 
says Richie. "But now the 
music is widening, and I have 
more time to concentrate on the 
tunes I really like .." 


Furay's writing comes out of 


his early folk experience in New 
York, where he immigrated 
from his home in Ohio. "I 
arrived in the Village in 1964," 
he recalls. "That's where I met 


Steve Stills. We used to sing 
and pass the basket. It was 
awful. I furnished my apart- 
ment from the street. Someone 
threw a mattress out and I 
carried it home on my back." 


But 1964 was almost too late. 


The Beatles were on their way

sophistication of rock. Furay 
and his guitar ended up with 
Buffalo Springfield.

Tussy is the daughter of one 


Karl Marx and Jenny von 
Westphalen—the 
y o u n g e s t 


daughter and the one on whom 
the prolific Communist prophet 
pinned all his hopes. 


D e s p i t e her parentage, 


however, Tussy's revolutionary 
zeal was eroded, according to 
Michael Hastings' interpretation 
of her life, by a human need 
perhaps more elemental than 
the economic ones: love. 


As Hastings sees her, she was 


a highly 
dependent person 


burdened with an independent 
spirit that caused her to falter at 
critical points. She devoted 
herself to the care of her aged 
father and to perpetuating his 
causes after his death. 


But her effectiveness as a 


revolutionary was weakened 
because of her love for one 
R i c h a r d A v e l i n g , a s 
thoroughgoing a cad as one 
would ever hope to meet. 


P r o f e s s i n g revolutionary 


ideals, Aveling used Tussy's 
name and position, stole from 
her and from party coffers, tied 
her in emotional knots by his 
constant philandering and, in 
the end, willfully destroyed 
her. 


Hastings' research into the 


conditions of the working man in 
England during the latter 19th 
Century and into the various 
intellectual groups that sought 
to lead him to revolution is 
e n lightening. 
Unfortunately, 


however, it's secondary in this 
presentation to an overly ex- 
plicit erotic orientation. 


Yet, 
this 
essential 
flaw 


notwithstanding, the work will 
be most enlightening to those 
who think the Pepsi generation 
has anything (other than Pepsi) 
that's less than a century old to 
offer the world. 


The great political and social 


leaders of that day — Tussy 
Marx, Fred Engels, Bernard 
Shaw, et al. — were living and 
preaching from the hustings the 
same liberal doctrines so widely 
espoused today. 


The modern free spirits might 


remember that the goals they 
seek were sought a hundred 
years ago and still have not 
become reality. And they might 
recall Tussy Marx, too: a weak 
spirit, defeated by her own 
attempts to go beyond her social 
context and her personal limits 
of endurance.

With that caveat, however, 


here's a slick paper production 
those who consider themselves 
middle class (white) liberals 
could damn well read. 


Dr. Robert Coles continues his 


established work of fostering 
greater mental health in the 
United States. He does so by 
wanting to look honestly at the 
nation's component parts as 
they really are. 


In this appealingly illustrated 


non-book, he admits to being a 
"social anthropologist of sorts," 
stimulating men and women of 
the so-called lower middle class 
to reveal themselves beyond the 
"Silent Majority" image. 


A majority they really may 


not be any more. Silent they 
most certainly are not, in their 
homes. 


Policeman, 
service 
station 


operator, welder, minor bank 
official, 
h o u s e w i v e s 
or 


tradesmen; 
they 
are 
self- 


described "ordinary" or "plain" 
people. 


These Americans in 1970 and 


1971 consider t h e m s e l v e s 
somehow and unfairly caught in 
between by forces they suspect 
they have no real chance of 
controlling. They are whites who 
regularly express a generalized 
fear of blacks, all the while ad- 
mitting American. Negroes have 
been scuffed badly for decades. 
They are parents worried about 
their kids, worried whether the 
money will stretch, purpled by 
the hippie class, complaining 
less about today than what 
troubles tomorrow might hold. 


If there's a common thread 


uniting these diverse citizens 
Dr. Coles studied, it seems to be 
a passion for work. Labor looms 
as a self-confirmation as much 
as anything else. In their will-

energy whose national resource 
value, I would suppose, is 
beyond calculation. 


Listen to some of the people 


talk:

The Spy Who Toppled Syria 


The Shattered Silence. By

One m o r n i n g in Damas- 


cus, all the radios but one 
were silent, and so Kamal Amin 
Taabet's 
real 
identity was 


revealed. 


Taabet, soon to be named 


defense minister for the Syrian 
Baath party, m a d e a terrible 
mistake by 
conducting his 


regular morning broadcast to 
Tel Aviv during a radio blackout 
scheduled by the S y r i a n 
government 
w i t h o u t 
his 


knowledge. 


That blackout, for the purpose 


of testing new Russian radio 
equipment, was one of very few 
significant aspects of Syrian 
government affairs of which Eli 
Cohen, Israeli spy, was ig- 
norant. 


It cost him his life. 


The story of his 40 years is a 


tale too improbable for fiction. 
It begins in Alexandria, Egypt, 
then shifts to Israel, where he 
and his Jewish family finally 
sink their roots. He is recruited 
by the Mosad, the Israeli in- 
t e l l i g e n c e organization; is 
subsequently trained in Europe; 
establishes a convincing cover 
in Buenos Aires, where a sizable 
and influential Syrian minority 
has taken up residence; and is 
finally assigned to Damascus, 


Cohen lived two lives during 


the several years he gathered 
intelligence in Syria. There be 
was Taabet, a charming and 
distinguished importer-exporter 


who 
won the confidence of 


highly placed government and 
military figures and the hearts 
of 
Syrian 
women, 
f r o m 


secretaries in government ol- 
fices to the daughter of a Baath 
party official. 


Periodically, he would fly to 


Europe, ostensibly on business 
for his firm, switch identifica- 
tion papers, undergo a debrief- 
ing with Mosad officials, and 
go home, as Eli Cohen, to his 
wife. That this audacious in- 
telligence-gathering maneuver 
worked even for six months is 
remarkable. 


That it worked so well that 


Cohen knew the location of gun 
emplacements on the Syrian- 
Israeli border, the political 
sympathies and influence of 
every major Syrian official, the 
number and types of weaponry 
and the political orientation of 
not only Syrian officialdom but 
of high-ranking persons 
and 


groups in the Arab Union is 
nothing short of stupendous 
proof of the old adage that if you 
tell a big enough lie, it's bound 
to be believed. 


But how important was all of 


this? 


Cohen's intelligence-gathering 


efforts have been acknowledged 
as the major factor in Israel's 
victory in the six-day war of 
1967. 


But it was a costly victory at 


that. The agony suffered by the 
Cohen family is poignantly 
shown in this a n n o t a t e d 
biography of an intelligence 
operative. Israel called out to 
the far corners of the world for 


support of its pleas that Cohen's 
life be spared. 


The ghastly public execution, 


carried on Syrian television, is 
documented here with a grisly 
photograph 
of 
the 
stalwart 


operative hanging from 
the 


gallows. 


His penetration of top party 


echelons did more to damage 
the country's political structure 
than Israeli officials could ever 
have hoped, and it eventually 
toppled the government. 


Despite the impact Cohen's 


lite had for a cause he ap- 
parently deemed worthy of his 
sacrifice, the reader 
is left 


with the distinct impression that 
William Shakespeare was right 
when he observed in As You 
Like It that "all the world's a 
stage" and when he questioned, 
in Hamlet, "the slings and ar- 
rows of outrageous fortune," all 
for naught but the weighty 
whims of governments.

The fact is that all over the 


nation, firemen are under siege In big 
cities a war is being waged against 
ihem by residents of ghetto areas with 
rocks, bricks, bottles—even gunlire 
So intense has this barrage become 
that fncmcn are wearing bulletproof 
vesls and face shields, pulling sheet 
metal and Plexiglas aiound engine 
cabs, and recruiting armed guards to 
prolecl them while they go about their 
job of extinguishing fires 


"The most popular sport in some sec- 


tions of ibis town is pulling the box and 
waiting for the firemen to come so they 
can throw stones and bottles at them," 
says Capt Wendell L Shmglcr of fngme 
Co 30 in the nation's capital 


Attacks have reached such a stage 


that some fire fighters are threatening 
not to go into areas where there is a 
repeated pattern of hostility and harass- 
ment Bridgeport, Conn , last year of- 
ficially adopted a "let it burn" policy 
for outdoor fires that do not endanger 


lives or property, after a do/en fuernen 
had been hit with missiles while tight- 
ing junk fireb apparently set deliberately 
near a low-income housing project 


icenagers and older youths oflcn lure 


firemen into ghetto areas with false 
alarms, accoiding to fno authoiities, 
who stress, however, that only a tiny 
minority of residents are involved 


'The false alarms are pulled to set 


you up for an ambush or attack," 
charges Lioul Dave Marshall of Pitts- 
burgh, vice-president of Local ~\, Inter- 
national Association of fire Fighters 
"ll's not all blacks, either In some parts 
of town you get white young punks 
attacking with rocks and bottles " 


Blacks abused,, too 


Although black firemen arc relatively 


few m number, some of them have been 
abused, too When one Negro fireman 
remonstrated with a crowd of Boston 
blacks who were taunting and ihiowing 
stones at him, he was told "You repre- 
sent the Establishment Whiley owns 
the fire department" 


f-ven women and children are get- 


ting mlo lho violence at 1 ' It's a helluva 
nole to see little kids 6 and 7 flinging 
totks at you ' says a Cleveland fue 
man "Thcie's a lol of urban renewal 
going on aiound the east side of town 
so there s plenty of loose ammunition 
to bomb us with " Sometimes, too, chil-

Another Cleveland tire fighter, sta-

been cut in floors, and steps removed 
from stairways," says Dave Marshall. 
"We've had firemen injured this way 
to the point where they've had to re- 
tire." 


Also in Pittsburgh, harassers stretched 


nylon cables between light poles on 
opposite sides of the street, hoping that 
a fire engine would run into them. In 
another instance, a porch roof's sup- 
ports were cut to give way when fire- 
men went up a ladder. 


Wait along route 


Says Deputy Chief James M. Finn of 


Boston: "Most attacks are planned. 
They know the route the equipment 
will be taking. They're lined up waiting 
for you with bricks and bottles and any- 
thing they can lay their hands on. Yes, 
we've had injuries—fortunately not 
serious ones. But it's a hell of a note— 
you're going in there to save lives, and 
this is how you're greeted." 


The guerrilla warfare has been carried 


right into the firehouses themselves. 
Engine Co. 29 in Cleveland wryly calls 
itself "fort Apache." Recently Kenneth 
Paganelli of Engine Co. 9 left the station 
to buy a quart of milk. On his way back 
he was attacked from behind by two 
youths wielding a heavy wooden slat. 
He almost lost an ear; 61 stitches had to 
be taken in it. 


In Cincinnati last year, 15 shots from 


an automatic rifle were fired into a fire- 
house, severely wounding two men in- 
side. Guns have also been fired at en- 
gines in Cairo, III.; Harrisburg, Pa., Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla.; Chicago, Pittsburgh 
and Cleveland. Two firemen were killed 
during the Detroit 'riots, another in the 
Watts riots and still another in Newark, 
NJ. 


As a result of the Cincinnati firehouse 


attack, whose perpetrators have never 
been caught, Fire Chief Bert A. Lugan- 
nani announced that off-duty firemen 
would "ride shotgun" on all fire equip- 
ment answering calls in parts of the city 
considered "dangerous." These guards, 
all of whom received overtime pay, 
wore plain clothes, crash helmets and 
face shields—and carried riot guns. 
After about six weeks they were with- 
drawn, but the department stands ready 
to use them again 


In 
the 
meantime, 
Cincinnati 
is 


equipping its engines with steel protec- 
tive sheathing, and has turned at least 
three fire stations into fortresses by 
bricking up some windows, putting iron 
mesh over others, and erecting protec- 
tive walls. Baltimore has installed plastic 
bubbles and steel roofs over its en- 
gines after repeated harassmcnts. 


'Flak vests' used 


Street 
attacks 
on 
firemen 
have 


created a booming business for manu- 
facturers of bulletproof vests. These 
"flak vests," some of which weigh about 
35 pounds and can range to more than 
$50 apiece in cost, are cumbersome, 
uncomfortable, and hard to work in, 
but they're becoming a normal item of 
fire equipment in several cities, along 
with plastic face guards and similar de- 
vices. 


Capt. Alfred Benway of New York's 


Uniformed Fire Officers reports that 
harassment in New York is "getting 
worse all the time," with an enormous 
increase in false alarms. From 1968 
through April, 1971, New York fire of- 
ficials report a total of 2589 recorded

It's significant, says this official, that 
any of the ghetto fires are deliber- 
ely set in piles of street garbage and 
>andoned cars by residents who think 
ey're getting less in sanitation and

In 


ooklyn's low-income Williamsburg 
ction last month, a mob of 200 men, 
men and children dumped uncol- 


lected refuse into the street and set fire 
to it. When firemen and police rushed 
into the area they were pelted with bot- 
tles and bricks. At a similar incident in 
the Bronx, where a garbage fire was 
also set, firemen were showered with 
missiles and debris from rooftops and 
windows. 


New York has also seen a vast in- 


crease in fires set in vacant, abandoned 
buildings. One police officer with good 
contacts in the neighborhood has been 
told that the "decent people there don't 
want the fires put out in those empty 
buildings, which are a hiding place for 
dope addicts, perverts, muggers and 


others who prey on the community— 
that's why they impede the firemen." 
Nevertheless, such fires cost New York 
City an estimated $23 million a year to 
combat, and such places often are 
booby-trapped, with the flooring de- 
liberately loosened and steps cut away. 


"Even if these people do have legiti- 


mate gripes," objects a member of the 
Pittsburgh Bureau of Fire, as the depart- 
ment there is called, "why should fire- 
men be made to pay for the sins of 
society?" 


Another factor- sometimes cited for 


the attacks is the relative lack of 
Negroes in the ranks of the fire-fight- 
ing organizations. The International As- 
sociation of Fire Fighters is sensitive to 
charges of discrimination in the hiring 
of blacks, Puerto Ricans and Mexican- 
Americans. 


IAFF President Howie McClennan in- 


sists that his organization is trying to 
get more minority group members into 
the nation's fire departments. But re- 
cruitment efforts do not seem to be 
producing the desired results. Boston 
began such a program in 1964 in its 
ghetto area. Only 26 blacks expressed 
an interest, five actually went through 
the course, and two passed the civil 
service exam held in 1966. Today, of 
1900 Boston firemen, 21 are black. 


Wilkins' statement 


Asked by PARADE to comment on 


attacks on firemen, Roy Wilkins, exec- 
utive secretary of the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Colored People, said: "The NAACP is 
today, as it always has been, opposed 
to efforts to obstruct public servants in 
the proper performance of their as- 
signed duties. The harassment of fire- 
men by certain elements in a com- 
munity is inexplicable. Firemen are em- 
ployed to save lives and property A

Firemen are embittered by attacks but 
seek better relations with community. 
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community which permits interference 
with the performance of that duty is 
harming itself." 


Many fire departments are going out 


into the community to improve rela- 


• 
tions between the firemen and the 
people they are trying to serve. In Phil- 
adelphia, for example, fire representa- 
tives regularly visit schools and neigh- 
borhoods to build understanding. In 
Los Angeles County, Fire Fighters Local 
1014 sends firemen out in a campaign 
to recruit candidates for training among 
blacks and Mexican-Americans and runs 
a "community involvement program" 
in which the heads of the union consult 
regularly with neighborhood leaders. 


The hot season 


But despite such efforts, the nation's 


fire fighters are keeping their fingers 
crossed this summer of 1971. "The long 


-hot summer" traditionally is the time 
when false alarms reach their peak and 
street disturbances flare up, and the 
firemen are bracing themselves for the 
attacks that may come any time they 
race to answer an alarm in a ghetto or 
slum 
area 
practically anywhere 
in 


America. 


Says McClennan: "Fire fighters resent 


the harassment by misguided people in 
the inner cities. It's more than resent- 
ment—it's the knowledge that death or 
serious injury may result Fire fighting 
is the most hazardous job in America. 
When you've got a fire at your front 
and a gun or a club at your back—that's 
more than a fireman can cope with. 
We like to say, and we believe: 'Fire 
fighters fight fires and help people.' 
That's why we are embittered when 
some persons choose us as the symbol 
of the establishment and try to kill or 
maim us in our job of protecting the 
community." 


Rooftop assaults 


Adds a spokesman for New York s 


Uniformed 
Firefighters Association: 


"We've had everything thrown at us, 
even refrigerators from rooftops. We've 
been shot at with guns and peashooters. 
The men are bitter about it Some of our 
guys wanted to carry guns and we had 
quite a job to cool them down. Yet with 
all the harassment, we still go out there 
and do our job. I think, that from all 
indications, we're in for a tough sum- 
mer, tougher than any we've ever had." 


And grimly sums up a fireman in the 


Homewood section of Pittsburgh: "I'm 
getting more jittery as the weather gets 
warmer. Whenever I ride the pumper 
through this area I get a funny feeling 
between my shoulder blades. I don't 
know whether I'm going to get a brick 
or a bullet in my back."

College Presidents Wanted 


"University presidents are cur- 


rently somewhat harder to find and 
keep than domestic help... why are 
there so many openings at the top? 
... A root cause is the altered nature 
of the job itself.... 


"There was a time when a uni- 


versity president did little more than 
officiate at commencements and 
raise funds; when his tenure was 
roughly equal to that of a Supreme 
Court justice. 


"Not today; in the aftermath of 


Berkeley, Columbia, Harvard, and 
Kent, a university president is a full- 
time crisis manager. 


"He remains in office less than 


five years on the average, and is 
usually glad to retire. Annual turn- 
over of university and college presi- 
dents has jumped nearly 30 percent 
in the last three years. In the first 
two months of 1970, new presidents 
were named at 42 colleges, while 
100 resigned during the first six 
months of 1970. 


"One analyst has compared the 


job unfavorably with that of a pro 
hockey referee. I don't think he's far 
off the mark."—Warren G. Bennis, 
former administrator of the State 
University of New York at Buffalo 
and 
president-designate 
of 
the 


University of Cincinnati, in "The 
Atlantic." 


No Money—Stay Oaf 


Each summer thousands of 


youngsters respond to Hawaii's 
call. Many of them stay on long 
after their money has run out, then 
apply for welfare. 


With a population of approxi- 


mately 750,000, Hawaii now has 
about 57,000 people on 
relief, 


spends $65 million a year (40 per- 
cent comes from Federal funds) to 
support them. 


In order to discourage tran- 


sients, particularly the hippie un- 
skilled type, from flying to Hawaii 
and going on relief, the state gov- 
ernment last month set up a one- 


year residency requirement for 
welfare applicants. 


Two years ago the U.S. Supreme 


Court declared such residency re- 
quirements illegal unless there is a 
"compelling need." 


Hawaii, of course, claims a "com- 


pelling need," since, according to 
its Lieut. Cov. George Ariyoshi, 
"We cannot accommodate the in- 
undation of transients who have 
been flocking to our shores in 
search of the nearest social service 
office." 


In Honolulu a single man on 


welfare receives $72 a month plus 
$10 a week in food stamps. 


Three-Year Harvard? 


Starting this month Harvard will 


begin a year-long study into its pos- 
sible future^as a three-year college 


The study will be financed in part 


by a $25,000 grant from the Esso 
Education Foundation 


According to Ernest R May, dean 


of the college, "There is sentiment 
from students, faculty members, 
overseers, and a recent Carnegie 
Commission report in favor of a 
three-year term " 


Incidentally, applications to this 


year's Harvard freshmen class were 
down 12 5 percent. Chase N Peter- 
son, dean of admissions, attributes 
the decline to the rise in college 
fees Next fall, Harvard freshmen will 
pay $4470 for a year in Cambridge 
— up $400 from this year. 


Stacks On Campus 


Each year more and more blacks 


enter America's most prestigious 
educational institutions. At Prince- 
ton, Yale, Stanford and other pri- 
vate schools, black enrollment this 
September will easily show a 100 
percent increase over three years 
ago. 


To date, however, there has been 


scant evidence on these campuses 
of black willingness to integrate, 


to be absorbed into the commu- 
nity, to involve themselves in 
extracurricular activities other 
than athletics. 


Black college students on these 


primarily white campuses band to- 
gether for the most part in closely- 
knit black enclaves, a separate 
smaller gr,oup within the larger 
one. For involvement and friend- 
ship they turn to members of their 
own race. Mostly they eat and play 
and study with each other, prob- 
ably feeling that assimilation will 


cost them theiridentity orintegrity. 


A few white-black friendships 


arise from classroom propinquity, 
but these generally do not carry 
over into off-campus relationships. 
Their way of life is separatist. 
Blacks are apprehensive about 
their ability to adjust to a white 
elitist society, and it will under- 
standably take some time before 
they feel genuinely at home in the 
private colleges to which an ever 
increasing number are being ad- 
mitted.

Youth Conservation Corps 


If you are young and unem- 


ployed, how would you feel about 
compulsory service in a Youth 
Conservation Corps? 


The most consistently popular 


program of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt's New Deal was the Civilian 
Conservation Corps, a dual ap- 
proach to unemployment and 
conservation. 


In 1936, after three years ex- 


istence, the CCC registered an 82 
percent vote of approval in the 
Gallup Poll. In another poll two 
years later, 78 percent of Ameri- 
cans favored the permanent es- 
tablishment of the CCC. 


The CCC disbanded during the 


war, but the idea has now re- 
emerged in the form of a Fed- 
eral Youth Conservation Corps. 


The Gallup Poll recently posed 
the following question: "Some 
people say that all young men 
between the ages of 16 and 22 
who are out of school and out of 
work should be required to join 
a Youth Conservation Corps to 
carry on their education, learn a 
trade, and earn a little money. 
Do you approve or disapprove of 
this plan?" 


On the national level, 67 per- 


cent of those polled approve of 
the idea, only 27 percent don't. 
The popularity of the plan, how- 
ever, increases with age. Sev- 
enty-two percent of those over 
age 50 approve of the YCC as do 
67 percent in the 30-49 age group. 
In the 18-20 age group, those 
most Jikely to be affected by the 
proposal, 56 percent agree with 
the idea.

National obligation 


"They are unwanted, unloved and 


often uncared for," 
says Sen. Harold 


Hughes (D., Iowa), one of several Sen- 
ators studying possible legislation in be- 
half of the children. "As a decent, com- 
passionate people, I believe we have a 
national obligation to them." 


Of 
the 5000 fatherless children, 


roughly 500 have been abandoned by 


their Vietnamese molhers as well, ac- 
cording to Welles Klein, general direc- 
tor of International Social Service (ISS), 
a worldwide nonprofit family agency. 
And of the 500 that have been totally 
abandoned, half are black, which is a 
liability in South Vietnam. 


"The white-Asian baby is accepted 


better," says a newsman who has spent 
several years in Saigon, "and the black 
child is at a definite disadvantage." 


"We have to help these children," 


says Klein, "but we have to be careful. 
There are no simple solutions." 


Two solutions Mr. Klein would em- 


phatically not recommend are: 


1. Provisions for large-scale adop- 


tions by U.S parents. (Even if the South 
Vietnamese government would allow 
such a mass exodus, there would be 
enormous language and orientation dif- 
ficulties in the U.S.) 


2. An aid program to provide special 


tare for these children in Vietnam. (This 
would further alienate them from "nor- 
mal" children, and U.S. support for 
such an aid program might end abruptly 
together 
with 
our 
involvement 
in 


Vietnam.) 


Possible legislation 


"We'll have to proceed on a careful, 


case-by-case basis," says Klein. "You 
can do more harm than good by relo- 
cating a child too hastily." 


Klein suggests that possible legisla- 


tion might include measures to make it 
easier for an American father to find 
and identify his child if he wants to 
adopt. Also, it might be made easier to 
confer immediate citizenship on these 
children. 


At present, an American-fathered 


child is a citizen if he has five years of 
residency m the U.S. between the ages 
of 14 and 28. This requirement is of 
course nearly impossible for an aban- 
doned Vietnamese child to fulfill. 


In 1970, there were 80 Vietnamese 


children adopted by American parents. 
This figure is notably lower than for 
Korea (851) or the Philippines (134), 
partly because adoption of a Vietnam- 
ese child by an American family is a 
one- or two-year process that can cost 
up to $2500. 


'Took a long time' 


"It took a long time for the red tape 


to crank through the machine," says 
Dr. Ruf, "but 
it was worth it. We 


wanted very badly to adopt a Vietnam- 
ese orphan. We're frankly dismayed at 
the military adventure over there and 
wo had heard that American-fathered 
children weren't getting cared for. 


"We have a feeling there are a lot of 


people who would adopt a Vietnam- 
ese-American child if they thought they 
could do it," says the doctor. 


4 ISS, which is sponsoring a national 
conference on the,problem at the 
Brookings Institution in Washington, 
D.C., tomorrow, is trying to broaden 
concern in the U.S. 


Says Mr. Klein: "To my mind we owe 


something not only to the Vietnamese- 
American child whose father is back in 
(he States, but also to'the 100 percent 
Vietnamese child who lost both parents 
in an American bombing ru;i."

My folks had a hard-rock farm in the

The fields ali stood on end and 
one of the Everest expeditions trained 
in our potato patch. 


We had trouhle with crows in the corn

De Borgia, Montana, where \ live, is

Trouble is, we never get any bigger— 
every time a baby is born some guy
